WEDNESDAY,  OCTOBER  1,  1902. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws 
of  the  State  of  Vermont,  the  Senate  convened  in  the  State 
House,  at  Montpelier,  on  the  first  Wednesday,  being  the  first 
dav  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred 
and  two. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  Senate  was  called  to 
order  by  His  Honor,  Martin  F.  Allen,  the  President. 

Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Bev.  Guy  C.  Lam- 
son,  of  Montpelier.

Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  article  9  of  the  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  that  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  shall  be  sorted  and 
counted,  and  the  result  declared  by  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  by  section  139  of  the  Vermont 
Statutes  for  the  purpose  of  greater  certainty  in  the  count  of 
votes  for  State  officers,  that  the  town  clerks  shall  keep  the 
votes  securely  sealed  for  three  years  after  an  election,  but 
if  called  for,  deliver  them  to  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Oeneral  Assembly  to  canvass  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  great  inaccuracies  exist  in  the 
votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  and  State  Treasurer 
at  the  last  September  election,  as  shown  by  the  certificates 
returned  by  the  town  clerks; 

Therefore  resolved,  That  the  committee  to  canvass  the 
votes  for  State  officers  call  upon  the  several  town  clerks 
in  the  State  for  the  votes,  so  preserved,  to  the  end  that  they 
make  u«e  of  the  same  in  determining  with  greater  accuracy 
the  vote  actually  cast  for  State  officers ; 

Which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Emery  ordered  to 
lie.

Whereas,  There  is  a  dispute  whether  Charles  D.  Spencer 
or  Charles  H.  Davenport  had  a  majority  of  votes  for  Sen- 
ator from  Windham  county;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  a  recount  of  the  votes  was  asked 
from  the  boards  of  civil  authority  in  that  county,  and  re- 
fused by  two-thirds  of  them,  and  that  such  a  canvass  as  would 
amount  to  a  recount  or  verification  was  asked  of  the  county 
clerk  before  he  declared  the  election,  and  was  refused  by 
him;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  errors  were  shown  in  such  towns- 
a«  had  recounts,  by  their  boards  of  civil  authority,  and  a  lack 
of  uniformity  was  disclosed  in  the  construction  of  the  law^ 
votes  being  thrown  out  as  defectively  marked,  in  some  towns, 
when  votes  marked  in  precisely  the  same  way  were  counted 
in  other  towns;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Davenport  has  served  upon  the  said 
Spencer  in  due  form  and  at  due  time  notice  of  contest  of  the 
election; 

Noio,  th€7'€fore,  he  it  ordered,  That  the  committee  on  elec- 
tions shall  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  to  settle  the  matter 
fairly  and  beyond  dispute,  and  if  the  facts  disclosed  in  th<:ir 
judgment  show  need  of  an  amendment  of  the  present  law 
shall  report  their  recommendations  to  this  House. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  a  meeting  of  the  two  Houses 
in  joint  assembly,  the  Senate  repaired  to  the  hall  of  the 
House. 

Having  returned  therefrom,  the  President  resumed  tho 
chair.

The  committee  on  rules  respectfully  submit  the  following 
pules  for  the  session  of  1902,  and  recommend  their  adoption: 
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RULES  AND  ORDERS  OP  THE  SENATE. 

1. 

The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  be  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary or  Assistant  Secretary  previous  to  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  at  which  time  the 
Senate  shall  be  called  to  order.  The  names  of  the  Senators 
shall  be  called,  and  when  a  quomm  shall  have  taken  their 
seats,  they  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath,  viz.: — 

u  j^ ^  Senator  of  the  county  of ,  in  the  State  of 

Vermont,  October  session,  19 — ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 
be  faithful  and  true  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  that  I  will 
not,  directly  or  indirectly,  do  any  act  or  thing  injurious  to  the 
constitution  or  government  thereof  as  established  by  conven- 
tion. So  help  me  God.  And  I  also  solemnly  swear  that,  as  a 
member  of  thi»  Senate,  1  will  not  propose  op  assent  to  any  bill, 
vote  or  resolution  which  shall  appear  to  me  injurious  to  the 
people,  nor  do  or  consent  to  any  act  or  thing  whatever  that 
shall  have  a  tendency  to  lessen  or  abridge  their  rights  or 
privileges,  as  declared  by  the  constitution  of  this  State;  but 
will,  in  all  things,  conduct  myself  as  a  faithful,  honest  repre- 
sentative and  guardian  of  the  people,  according  to  the  best  of 
my  judgment  and  abilities.  So  help  me  God.  And  I  also 
solemnly  swear  (or  afBrm)  that  I  did  not  at  the  time  of  my 
election  to  this  body,  and  that  I  do  not  now  hold  any  ofBce  of 
profit  or  trust  under  the  authority  of  Congress.  So  help  me 
God."  Whereupon  they  shall,  on  nomination  of  the  Presi- 
dent, appoint  a  canvassing  canvmittee,  consisting  of  one  Senator 
from  each  county  to  join  such  committee  as  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  receive, 
sort  and  count  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Treasurer,  Secretary  of  State,  and  Auditor  of  Accounts;  and 
shall,  in  like  manner,  appoint  a  committee  of  one  Senator 
from  each  county  to  join  such  committee  as  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  canvass 
the  votes  for  county  and  probate  officers,  and  make  report 
thereof  to  the  joint  assembly  of  both  Houses. 

2. 

The  Senate  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  a 
Secretary,  and  President  pro  tempore,  who  shall  be  severally 
sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  hold 
their  office  until  superseded  by  a  new  election.  The  President 
pro  tempore  so  elected  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
President. 
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3. 

The  Senate  shall,  at  each  biennial  session,  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  except 
that  the  committees  on  jndidarj  and  on  railroads  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  members  each,  and  the  committees  on  claims,  on 
education,  and  general  committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers each:

A  Committee  on  Finance. 

A  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

A  Committee  on  Education. 

A  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

A  Committee  on  Manufactures. 

A  Committee  on  Elections. 

A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

A  Committee  on  Railroads. 

A  Committee  on  Highways  and  Bridges. 

A  Committee  on  Banks. 

A  Committee  on  Land  Taxes. 

A  Committee  on  Printing. 

A  General  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 

A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison. 

A  Committee  on  the  Insane. 

A  Committee  on  Grand  List. 

A  Committee  on  Corporations. 


The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 


5. 

The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shaJl  be  read  and 
all  errors  therein  corrected. 
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6. 

In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  pres- 
ent shall  have  the  i)ower  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or 
other  officer,  after  the  absentees,  and  compel  their  attendance. 


Whenever  the  Senate  shall  assemble,  according  to  ad- 
journment, or  at  the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  the 
President  and  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  absent,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  if  present,  if  not,  of  a  Senator, 
to  call  to  order,  and  the  Senators  present,  if  a  quorum,  shall 
by  ballot  elect  a  President  pro  tempore,  who  shall  preside  until 
the  return  of  the  President  or  the  President  pro  tempore  named 
in  rule  2. 

8. 

No  Senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave,  unless  he  be  sick 
or  otherwise  necessarily  detained. 

9. 

No  Senator  shall  audibly  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise 
interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate,  while  the  journal  or 
other  public  papers  are  being  read,  or  while  a  Senator  is 
orderly  speaking  in  debate. 

10. 

Every  Senator  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place, 
address  the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit 
down. 

11. 

No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  Senators  who  have  once 
si)oken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for  the 
purpose  of  explanation)  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has 
not  spoken. 

12. 

In  all  cases  the  Senator  first  arising  and  addressing  the 
President  (subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  11),  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  fioor,  and  when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  name  the  one  who  is  to  speak. 
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13. 

When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  «it  down; 
and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 


14. 

If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  ex- 
ceptionable words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing 
by  the  Senator  calling  to  order,  that  the  President  may  be 
better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 


15. 

The  first  hour  of  each  morning^s  sitting  may  be  devoted 
to  the  reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials  and  re- 
monstrances, motions,  resolutions  and  the  introduction  of 
bills;  after  which  the  orders  of  the  day,  or  other  proper  busi- 
ness shall  be  announced,  always  commencing  with  the  un- 
finished business  of  the  last  sitting.  The  first  hour  of  the 
afternoon's  sitting  may  be  occupied  in  receiving  and  dispos- 
ing of  reports  of  committees,  and  in  completing  the  business 
of  the  morning  hour,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Senate 
will  again  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day. 


16. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in 
behalf  of  the  committee,  and  shall  be  by  him  presented  to  the 
Senate  when  the  call  for  reports  is  made.  The  signer  of  each 
report  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  its  state- 
ments and  the  propriety  of  its  language,  and,  when  the  same 
shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be  further  liable  to  give 
additional  statements  of  facts  or  other  explanations  in  an- 
swer to  the  call  of  any  Senator. 


17. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  except  when  acting  as  in 
committee  of  the  whole,  embracing  the  titles  of  bills  and  such 
parts  thereof  as  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  amend- 
ments, and  also  the  names  of  the  Senators  and  the  votes 
which  they  give  on  every  question  decided  by  yeas  and  nays, 
shall  be,  by  the  Secretary,  accurately  and  concisely  inserted 
in  the  journal. 
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18. 

The  subject  matter  of  each  and  every  bill  and  resolution 
shall  be  briefly  indicated  in  its  title  by  the  mover;  and  every 
bill  and  resolution  shall  be  properly  folded  and  the  name  of 
the  mover  legibly  written  at  the  bottom  of  the  same,  before 
its  introduction. 

19. 

All  bills  after  the  second  reading,  and  all  petitions,  memo- 
rials, remonstrances,  resolutions  and  other  papers  calling  for 
legislative  action,  (except  fiuch  as  have  been  reported  by  a 
committee),  no  objection  being  made,  shall  be  referred  by  the 
President  to  appropriate  committees. 


20. 

Before  any  resolution,  any  i)€tition  or  other  paper  ad- 
dressed to  the  Senate  shall  be  received  and  read,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  the 
title  shall  be  fairly  endorsed  thereon  and  a  brief  statement 
of  its  objects  or  contents  shall  be  made  by  the  introducer. 

21. 

Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover  if 
required  thereto  by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  and  a  motion 
to  lay  another  motion,  the  latter  not  being  in  writing,  on  the 
table,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  it,  shall  not  be  in  order  un- 
less such  motion  relates  to  a  pending  bill,  resolution  or  paper. 


9«> 

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  before  it  is  passed; 
the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  reading  whether  it  be 
the  first,  second  or  third;  the  last  of  which  reading  of  public 
bills  shall  be  at  least  twenty-four  hours  after  the  first  read- 
ing, unless  the  Senate  unanimously  direct  otherwise;  provided 
that  the  bills  may  be  read  the  second  time  by  their  title. 
Resolution*  requiring  the  approbation  and  signature  of  the 
Governor  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  bills,  and  the 
third  reading  of  all  bills  of  a  public  nature  shall  be  ordered 
for  some  particular  day.  Each  and  every  nomination  made 
by  the  Governor,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  shall  lie  over 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  between  such  nomination  and  the 
confirmation  thereof. 
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23. 

On  motion  of  a  Senator,  public  bills,  after  the  second  read- 
ing, may  be  referred  to  committee  of  the  whole. 

24. 

No  amendment  to  a  bill  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be 
received  at  the  third  reading,  but  the  bill  may  be  committed 
to  a  Senator  for  amendment  at  any  time  before  the  passage. 

25. 

When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
— To  adjourn ;  to  adjourn  to  a  day  certain,  or  that,  when  the 
Senate  adjourn,  it  shall  be  to  a  day  certain;  to  take  a  recess; 
to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  executive  business;  to  lay 
•on  the  table;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  to  po&tpone  to  a  day 
certain;  to  commit;  to  amend.  Which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  as  they  stand  arranged,  and  the  motions  re- 
lating to  adjournment,  to  take  a  recess,  to  proceed  to  the  con- 
-sideration  of  executive  business,  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

26. 

A  call  for  the  previous  question  shall  not  at  any  time  be 
in  order.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  ex- 
cept when  the  Senate  is  engaged  in  voting. 

27. 

If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  the  same 
may  be  divided  on  the  demand  of  a  Senator.  A  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert  shall  not  be  divided,  but  the  rejections 
of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not 
preclude  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  one,  or 
a  motio-n  to  simply  strike  out;  nor  shall  the  rejection  of  a 
motion  simply  to  strike  out  prevent  a  subsequent  one  to 
strike  out  and  insert. 

28. 

In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall 
be  first  in  order. 

29. 

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same  is 
objected  to  by  a  Senator,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by 
a  vote  of  the  Senate. 
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30. 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  a  call  of  a  Senator, 
and  every  Senator  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the* 
Senate;  but  no  Senator  shall  be  compelled  to  vote  who  was 
absent  when  the  question  was  stated  by  the  President. 

31. 

No  Senator  in  the  minority,  nor  one  who  did  not  vote  on 
the  decision  of  the  question,  shall  have  a  right  to  move  a  re- 
consideration thereof;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsider- 
ation be  in  order  unless  made  before  the  close  of  the  next 
day  of  actual  sitting  of  the  Senate  after  that  in  which  the 
vote  was  taken,  and  before  the  bill,  resolution,  report,  amend- 
ment, address  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  shall^. 
in  the  regular  progress  of  business,  have  gone  out  of  the 
possession  of  the  Senate. 

32. 

On  all  questions  in  the  decision  of  which  a  simple  majority 
is  required,  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Secretary 
shall  take  the  casting  vote  of  the  President.  In  all  such 
eases  a  motion  for  reconsideration,  if  made  in  time,  shall  be 
in  order  from  any  Senator  who  voted  on  the  question. 

33. 

The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  call  upon  any 
Senator  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  chair,  whenever  he 
shall  find  it  necessary  temporarily  to  retire;  but  such  substitu- 
tion shall  not  extend  beyond  more  than  one  adjournment. 

34. 

The  Senate  having  taken  the  final  vote  on  any  question,, 
the  same  shall  not  again  be  in  order  during  the  same  session,, 
in  any  form  whatever,  except  by  way  of  reconsideration,  and 
when  a  motion  for  reconsideration  has  been  decided,  that 
decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered. 

35. 

No  proposition  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  or  the 
joint  rules  of  both  Houses,  shall  be  acted  on  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  before  the  Senate  at  least  twenty-four  hours ;, 
and  no  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  suspended  except  by  the 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present.

Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by 
the  Secretary  or  xissistant  Secretary. 

37. 

Reporters  may  be  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
President. 

38. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  lobby  of  the  Senate 
Chamber  except  the  Grovernor,  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Auditor  of  Accounts,  members  of  the  other 
House,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  Ex-Governors  and  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors, Ex-Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Ex-Senators  of  the 
State  Senate,  District  Judge,  Circuit  Judge,  and  Attorney  of 
the  United  States,  members  of  other  State  Legislatures, 
Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  the  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  and  such 
ladies  and  gentlemen  as  the  President  or  a  Senator  may 
introduce. 

39. 

When  in  session,  the  Senators  shall  sit  with  their  heads 
uncovered. 

40. 

Upon  any  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery,  the  President 
may  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

41. 

Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  is  laid  on  the  table,  by  order 
of  the  Senate,  and  shall  have  remained  on  the  table  twenty- 
four  hours,  it  shall  be  subject  to  be  taken  up  by  the  Chair  and 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  without  a  call 
or  order  on  the  subject. 

42. 

There  shall  be  one  door-keeper,  one  assistant  door-keeper, 
and  two  messengers  of  the  Senate. 

43. 

CHOICE  OF  SBATS. 

At  nine  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the 
session,  and  before  the  Senate  shall  be  called  to  order,  the 
Secretary  shall  place  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  purpose,  four- 
teen ballots,  designating  by  name  the  several  counties  in  the 
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State,  and  shall  proceed  to  draw  therefrom,  impartially,  one 
ballot  at  a  time,  until  all  are  drawn.  And  as  each  ballot  is 
drawn,  the  Senator  or  Senators  from  the  county  designated 
by  such  ballot,  shall  personally,  if  present,  or  may  by  proxy, 
if  absent,  select  his  or  their  seat  or  seats.  If  any  Senator  or 
Senators,  from  any  county  so  drawn,  should  not  be  present, 
either  personally  or  by  proxy,  at  the  time  of  such  drawing, 
the  oounty  next  drawn  shall  have  preference. 

44. 

After  the  second  reading  of  any  Senate  bill,  the  Secretary 
shall  cause  not  less  than  three  hundred  copies  of  the  same  to 
be  forthwith  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  un- 
less already  printed,  and  he  shall  furnish  five  copies  thereof 
to  the  Librarian. 

45. 

No  bills,  except  such  as  may  be  reported  from  the  several 
committees,  shall  be  introduced  into  the  Senate  after  the  first 
day  of  November  next,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present,  and  all  bills  referred  must  be  reported  by 
the  committee  having  them  in  charge,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

46. 

No  corporation  bill  shall  be  introduced  into  the  Senate 
when  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  proposed  corporation  is 
such  that  an  association  can  be  formed  under  the  general 
law;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  the  amendment  of  exist- 
ing charters.

The  committee  on  joint  Fules  beg  leave  to  report,  recom- 
mending the  adoption  of  the  following  as  the  joint  rules  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 


A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  at  such 
time  and  for  such  specific  purpose  only  as  may  be  expressed 
in  a  concurrent  resolution  of  both  Houses;  and  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  all  cases,  preside  over, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary  of 
the  Senate,  shall  oflSciate  as  clerk;  and  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed  in  regulating 
the  proceeding  of  every  joint  assembly. 


The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the 
resolution  ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
shall  also  be  published  with  the  journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Senate.

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  joint 
standing  committee,  consisting  of  three  Senators  and  three 
Representatives,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  oflScers 
of  the  two  Houses,  respectively,  to  wit:

A  Committee  on  Immigration  and  Industrial  Interests. 
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Also  the  following  joint  standing  committees,  to  consist 
■of  four  Senators  and  seven  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Gkune  and  Fisheries. 
A  Committee  on  Public  Health. 

Also    a   joint    standing    committee    to   consist    of    nine 
Senators  and  sixteen  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Also  a  joint  standing  committee,  to  consist  of  one  Senator 
and  two  Representatives,  to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Revision  of  Bills,  which  committee 
-shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  clerk. 


A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Representa- 
tives shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses,  respectively,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  documents 
transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  General  As- 
■sembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House  from  which 
they  were  received. 

5. 

The  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives to  whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred, may,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet 
together  as  a  joint  committee,  and  make  a  joint  or  separate 
report  to  either  or  both  Houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

6. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference, 
and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  on  its  part,  such  com- 
mittees that  meet  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by 
their  chairman,  in  the  conference-room,  and  state  to  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  House  for 
its  vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely 
thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective 
Houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

7. 

Committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  num- 
l)er  from  each  House,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to 
Ihem  to  that  House  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter 
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of  disagreement.  The  report  of  the  committee  of  conference 
cannot  be  amended  or  altered,  as  that  of  other  committees 
ma}'  be.  In  all  cases  of  conference  asked  after  a  Tote  of 
disagi-eement,  the  conferees  of  the  House  asking  it  are  to 
leave  the  papers  with  the  conferees  of  the  other. 

8. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  dis- 
agreement, a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

9. 

When  the  bills  and  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  be- 
tween the  two  Houses,  they  shall  be  verified  by  the  attesta- 
tion of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House,  respectively, 
and  all  bills,  after  their  third  reading  has  been  ordered,  and 
before  being  read  the  third  time,  shall  be  duly  engrossed,  if 
the  House  in  which  they  originated  so  order;  and  all  joint 
resolutions  shall  be  fairly  engrossed,  after  their  passage  in 
the  House  in  which  they  originated,  and  shall,  when  finally 
passed,  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  both  Houses,  in 
the  same  manner  as  bills. 

10. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one 
House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed;  and  all 
such  rejected  bills  or  resolutions,  with  the  accompanying 
papers,  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left  in  the  custody  of  the 
House  which  first  acted  on  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  INSANE. 

To  the  Senate  amd  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  the  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  your  committee  on  insane  visited 
the  Brattleboro  Retreat  on  Friday,  October  17th,  and  the 
State  Hospital  at  Waterbury  on  Thursday,  October  23d,  and 
respectfully  report,  that  at  both  these  institutions  we  were 
cordially  received  and  given  every  means  possible  to  make 
ourselves  acquainted  with  the  methods  made  use  of  in  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  inmates,  their  diet  and  opportuni- 
ties for  exercise,  to  observe  the  condition  of  the  halls,  wards, 
and  rooms,  and  of  the  buildings  in  every  department.    At 
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the  Retreat,  the  impravements  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
four  thousand  dollars  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Aseembly  are  not  yet  completed,  but  are  progressing 
towards  a  satisfactory  termination.  The  installation  of  new 
bathrooms  and  water-closets  is  referred  to.  When  complete 
there  will  be  twelve  in  number  of  these  and  as  regards  ma- 
terial and  workmanship  are  of  the  best.  The  appropriation 
•covered  only  about  half  the  cost  of  these  improvements.  The 
kitchen  department  is  in  great  need  of  remodelling  through- 
out, and  it  is  learned  from  the  officers  that  this  requirement 
has  long  been  recognized  and  would  have  been  undertaken 
but  for  lack  of  means.  The  apparatus  now  in  use  is  old  and 
unfit  for  the  purpose,  and  food  cannot  be  prepared  and  cooked 
economically. 

The  kitchen  is  located  in  the  basement  story  under  the 
wards,  is  poorly  lighted,  badly  ventilated,  and  so  arranged  aa 
to  make  it  impossible  to  perform  the  great  amount  of  work 
done  here  to  advantage.  We  believe  it  would  add  materially 
to  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  the  inmates  if  this  import- 
ant department  could  be  put  in  proper  condition. 

There  was  at  the  time  of  our  visit  373  patients  at  the 
Retreat,  218  of  whom  were  supported  by  the  State  and  135 
by  private  means.  The  institution  has  an  easy  aecommoda- 
tion  for  400  patients,  the  maximum  capacity  being  426.  We 
are  glad  to  observe  that  no  distinction  is  made  between 
private  and  State  patients,  the  rule  of  clasisification  being 
based  wholly  upon  the  social  and  mental  status  of  the  patient. 
The  officers  of  the  Retreat  regard  the  use  of  restraint  in  cer- 
tain  cases  as  justifiable,  but  only  one  patient,  a  female,  was 
in  restraint  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  that  for  her  own 
protection.  Two  females  were  in  seclusion,  both  of  whom 
were  given  exercise  on  the  halls,  and  they  were  in  such  condi- 
tion as  to  require  the  forcible  restraint  of  two  attendants 
for  each  patient  while  out  of  seclusion.  The  institution  is 
well  equipped  with  electrical  apparatus  and  other  appliances 
for  the  up-to-date  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

At  the  State  Hospital  there  were  on  September  30,  1902, 
258  male  and  254  female  patients,  making  a  total  of  512,  20 
men  having  been  transferred  to  the  Brattleboro  Retreat  Sep- 
tember 3d.  Of  the  512  about  30  were  private  patients,  paying 
five  dollars  per  week  for  their  support  and  treatment  in  the 
hospital.  The  above  number  is  as  many  as  can  conveniently 
be  cared  for  at  the  present  time;  however,  the  completion  and 
occupancy  of  the  nurses'  home  will  make  room  for  15  or  20 
more.  Only  one  patient  was  in  restraint  at  the  time  of  our 
visit,  and  this  one  for  her  own  protection.  None  were  in 
seclusion.     In  comparing  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  this 
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institution  with  that  of  those  at  the  Brattleboro  Retreat^ 
it  is  only  fair  to  state  that  when  transfers  have  been  made, 
i.  e.,  one  in  November,  1900,  of  25,  and  one  in  September,  1902, 
the  worst  cases  have  been  selected.  These  transfers  have 
been  made  by  the  trustees,  and  not  by  the  Supervisors  of 
Insane,  as  prescribed  by  section  3259,  Vermont  Statutes. 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  the  medical  director. 
Dr.  Berry,  and  his  corps  of  assistants,  we  believe  the  very 
best  possible  is  being  done  in  the  way  of  care  and  up-to-date 
treatment  of  the  patients.  During  the  biennial  period  an 
operating  room  has  been  furnished  and  all  operations  found 
necessary  have  been  performed  with  notably  good  results. 
The  pathological  laboratory,  also  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
Berry,  is  a  material  aid  in  the  diagnosis  and  consequent  intel- 
ligent treatment  of  the  patients.  The  one  thing  lacking,  and 
we  believe  this  sam/e  thing  is  unmistakably  necessary  to  the 
successful  prevention  of  the  continuous  increase  of  tuber- 
culosis in  this  institution ;  we  refer  to  the  need  of  a  separate 
building  or  pavilion  where  these  cases  can  be  isolated.  When 
it  is  understood  that  there  is  an  alarming  number  of  cases 
of  this  disease  in  the  institution,  this  need  can  be  appreciated. 
Your  committee  earnestly  recommends  and  advises  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  such  a  building. 

The  nurses'  home,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  |8,000 
was  made  at  the  last  Greneral  Assembly,  is  nearly  ready  for 
occupancy.  In  the  power  room  one  new  engine  and  one  new 
dynamo  to  carry  800  lights  and  one  to  carry  1,500  is  another 
prime  necessity.  We  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  116,000  for'^the  State  Hospital;  |6,000  of  the  same  to  be 
used  in  the  installation  of  the  above  mentioned  machines  in 
the  power  room,  and  |10,000  to  be  used  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a  building  for  tubercular 
patients.  The  committee  also  recommends  an  appropriation 
of  |4,000  for  the  installation  of  a  new  kitchen  department  at 
the  Brattleboro  Retreat.

hibited  UflfiUl  the  Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners  have  been  notified 
and  the  animals  shall  have  been  quaramiined  for  such  a  time  as 
in  the  judgment  of  said  board  the  public  good  requires,  or  ex- 
amined by  a  member  of  said  board  and  pronounced  free  from 
t'uberculosis  or  any  other  contagious  disease,  but  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  a  person  transporting  cattle 
through  the  State  on  the  cars  or  to  a  person  living  near  the  State 
line,  and  owning  land  in  adjoining  States,  and  who  drives  the 
same  cattle  to  amd  from  the  said  land  to  have  them  examined  or 
fesied. 

Section  3.  Awy  person  bringing  cattle  or  other  domestic  ani- 
mals into  this  State  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense  and  each  animcU 
MhaU  constitute  a  distinct  offense. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  bnows  or  suspects  that  bovine  tu- 
berculosis or  any  other  contagious  disease  exists  among  his  oattle 
or  other  domestic  amimals  may,  at  his  discretion,  notify  the 
Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners  and  the  said  board  shall,  as  soon 
4ie  possible,  make  a  thorough  physical  examination  of  said  ami- 
tnals,  and  if  it  deem  necessary  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
cotse,  maiy  apply  the  tuberculin  test,  and  if  the  said  animals  are 
fcvnd  to  have  a  contagious  diseOrSCy  shaZl  cause  them  to  be  killed 
forthu)ith  and  the  bams  of  the  owner  to  be  thoroughly  disinfected. 
The  expense  of  slaughtering  and  disinfecting  shall  be  paid  by  the 
cvmer. 

Section  5.  The  value  of  all  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals 
hilled  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners  shall  be 
appraised  by  two  disinterested  persons,  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
tnember  of  the  board  in  charge  and  one  by  the  owner  of  the  cattle, 
and  if  these  txoo  cannot  agree  upon  tlie  amount  of  the  appraisal 
they  shall  select  a  third  disinterested  person  who  together  with 
them  shall  appraise  the  animal,  such  appraisal  to  be  made  just 
before  hilling,  and  the  amount  to  be  as  near  as  possible  the  actiuil 
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value.  The  owner  of  the  anUnal  shall  receive  eighty  per  cent,  of 
the  appraisal,  and  in  addition  shall  receive  the  slaughtered  ani- 
mal. Within  sixty  d^ys  of  the  daie  of  the  slaughter  of  said  anv- 
mats,  the  amount  which  the  oicner  is  entitled  to  receive  shall  he 
paid  by  the  Stale  to  the  owner  of  such  animal  upon  the  written 
order  signed  by  the  member  of  the  board  in  charge  a/nd  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  of  said  board.  No  imdemnity  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owner  of  condemned  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  that 
have  not  been  oicned  or  kept  in  the  State  for  at  least  six  m^mths 
previous  to  the  discovery  of  the  disease  unless  such  animal  sha,ll 
have  been  at  the  time  of  importation  examined  in  a^xordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  pronounced  free  from  disease. 

Section  6.  If  any  person  shaU  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  cattle 
or  other  domestic  anim^ils  known  by  him  to  be  affected  u?ith  bovine 
tuberculosis  or  any  other  conta-gious  disea^,  or  any  disease  dan- 
gerous to  public  health,  or  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  part  or 
parts  of  such  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals,  except  their  skinSy 
he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  be  impris- 
oned not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  7.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Cattle  Commission- 
ers shall  receive  for  his  services  three  doU<irs  for  each  day  actually 
spent  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  shaU  receive  also  his  actual  expenses.  All  accounts  of 
said  board  shall  be  audited  by  the  State  Auditor  otuf  paid  by  the 
State. 

Section  8.  All  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  commenced  uAthin  six  month's  from  the  commis- 
sion thereof  and  not  after.  Justices  of  the  peace  shaU  have  eon- 
current  jurisdiction  of  all  proceedings  under  this  act. 

Section  9.  The  board  shaU  keep  a  record  of  its  doings  and 
report  the  sarnie  to  the  Oovernor  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sep- 
tember annually,  unless  sooner  required. 

Sections  4^09  to  4820,  inclusive,  of  the  Vermont 
Statutes  of  1894  <^^^  o^^  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;

Whereas,  There  has  recently  been  placed  in  our  Capitol  at 
Montpelier,  a  tablet  with  portrait  medallion,  commemorative 
of  the  military  fame  and  services  of  William  Farrar  Smith, 
Brevet  Major-General,  United  States  Army,  which  was  "  pre- 
sented to  Vermont  by  soldiers  from  other  States,  who  ad- 
mire so  much  her  great  soldier  son." 

This  tablet  bears  as  a  part  of  its  inscription  the  following 
extracts  from  a  letter  addressed  to  General  Grant,  under 
11  S 
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date  of  December  31,  1863,  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
War,  Charles  A.  Dana: 

"  The  surest  means  of  getting  tlio  rebels  altogether  out  of 
Ea&t  Tennessee  is  to  be  found  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
This  naturally  led  to  your  second  proposition,  namely,  that 
either  Sherman  or  W.  F.  Smith  be  put  in  command  of  that 
army.  Both  the  Secretary  of  War  and  Gen.  Halleck  said 
^Gen.  W.  F.  Smith  would  be  the  best  person  to  try.'  The 
President,  the  Secretary  of  War  and  Gen.  Halleck  agree 
with  you  in  thinking  that  it  would  be  on  the  whole  much 
better  to  select  him." 

The  verdict  here  recorded  shows  not  only  the  opinion  en- 
tertained by  Lincoln,  Grant  and  Stanton  in  respect  to  Gen- 
eral Smith's  conspicuous  soldierly  abilities,  but  also  serves 
most  forcibly  to  direct  attention  to  the  neglect  and  indiflfer- 
ence  which  of  la/te  years  have  been  suffered  to  obscure  the 
memory  of  his  brilliant  and  patriotic  services. 

General  Smith,  now  78  years  of  age,  is  one  of  the  three 
or  four  corps  commanders  of  the  Union  Army  who  still  sur- 
vive, and  yet  this  brave  old  veteran,  concerning  whom  Gen- 
eral Grant  wrote:  "He  is  possessed  of  the  clearest  military 
head  in  the  army;  is  very  practical  and  industrious;  no  man 
in  the  service  is  better  qualified'  than  he  is  for  our  highest 
commands  ",  is  to-day  on  the  retired  list  with  no  higher  rank 
than  that  of  a  major  of  engineers.    Therefore, 

R€9oh>ed  hy  the  Senate  cmd  House  of  RepresenttUvves,  That 
it  is  the  profound  belief  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Vermont  that  the  country  owes  it  to  its  own  reputa- 
tion for  justice  and  gratitude  to  make  such  repara^tion  for 
past  neglect  as  is  now  within  its  power,  and  to  this  end  we 
re8i)ectfully  urge  that  General  Smith  be  commissioned  a 
major-general  in  the  regular  army,  with  the  emoluments  of  a 
retired  officer  of  that  rank.    It  is  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  memorial  and  resolution  be 
transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
presiding  officer  of  each  House  of  Congress  and  to  each  mem- 
ber of  Vermont  delegation  therein,  and  they  are  earnestly 
requested  to  use  every  honorable  effort  to  scure  the  favor- 
able action  of  Congress  in  respect  thereto;

pital stores  transferred  to  the  War  Department,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  same  are  accounted  for  by  the  State  Treasurer).  The 
expenses  have  decreased  over  |1,500  the  past  two  years  from 
that  of  the  two  years  preceding  the  Spanish- American  War.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  PRISON. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Houge 
of  Representatives,  your  committee  accompanied  by  Director 
Marsh  O.  Perkins,  visited  the  State  Prison  on  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1902,  and  report  as  follows: 

We  were  received  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Oakes,  the  Superintendent^ 
who  escorted  us  through  the  various  departments  of  the  in- 
stitution. We  found  everything  apparently  in  good  order 
and  the  entire  management  of  its  affairs  is  a  credit  to  the 
Superintendent  and  his  assistants. 

There  are  at  present  one  hundred  and  fifty  inmates,  twelve 
of  whom  are  females.  The  general  health  of  the  prisoners 
is  good  and  they  seem  to  be  properly  cared  for  by  the  Super- 
intendent in  regard  to  good  clothing  and  accommodations. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  twelve 
thousand  dollars  for  replacing  the  present  wooden  walk  and 
railing  on  top  of  the  prison  wall  (which  is  unsafe)  by  a  modern 
iron  one,  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  a  hospital 
and  the  purchase  of  two  boilers,  not  to  exceed  seventy  horse 
power  each. 
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We   al»o  recommend   that   the   attending   physician   be 
allowed  three  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  his  services. 

We  recommend  this  report  to  your  careful  consideration.

imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  thirty  days,  or  both,  A  person  who 
has  been  convicted  of  a  third  offense  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  be  deemed  an  habitual  drunkard; 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Russell  thereupon  moved  that  the  bill  be  further 
amended  by  adding  to  section  100  the  words  but  as  to  sections

His  Excellency,  J.  G.  McCull.qugh,  Governor  of  Vermont ,  Mont- 
pelieTy  Vermont: 

Sir. — From  time  to  time  the  employees  of  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  have  been  embarrassed  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  field  surveys  by  individuals  refusing  ta 
permit  them  to  enter  upon  their  property'.  With  a  view  to 
obviating  this  difficulty,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that 
yon  submit  to  the  next  session  of  your  legislature  an  act 
similar  to  the  one  hereinafter  cited. 

I  am  sure  that  a  compliance  with  this  request  by  your 
legislature  will  be  in  the  interests  of  your  State,  in  that  it 
will  enable  the  Geological  Survey  to  carry  on  most  conven- 
iently its  important  scientific  and  engineering  work. 

Acts  similar  to  the  following  have  been  passed  by  the 
legislatures  of  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Maine,  and, 
by  a  large  number  of  States,  similar  acts  have  been  passed  in 
the  interests  of  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey: 

"An  act  authorizing  any  person  employed  under  and  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  relating  to 
the  surveys  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  United  States,  to 
enter  upon  lands. 

"  For  the  purpose  of  making  the  surveys  required  of  the 
federal  Geological  Survey,  by  acts  of  the  United  States  Con- 
gress, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  employed  in  making^ 
the  same  to  enter  upon  the  lands  within  the  boundaries  of 
this  State,  but  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing 
any  unnecessary  interference  of  private  rights."

Mr.  Gi^eene,  from  the  joint  special  committee  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  sanity  of  Charles  Doherty  and  Frederick 
Eastwood,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution  the  committee  appointed  to 
visit  Charles  Doherty  and  Frederick  Eastwood,  now  under 
sentence  of  death  in  the  State  Prison,  and  to  examine  them 
in  regard  to  their  mental  condition,  performed  their  duty  on 
Tuesday,  November  26,  and  hereby  report  as  follows: 
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Being  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  is  very  difficult  and 
in  many  cases  impossible  to  determine  the  fact  of  sanity  or 
insanity  of  a  person  upon  one  examination,  nevertheless  in 
the  case  of  Charles  Do-herty  your  committee  are  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  he  is  suffering  from  that  form  of  mental 
aberration  known  as  paranoia,  and  i»  therefore  insane. 

Being  insane  at  the  present  time,  and  the  variety  of  in- 
sanity being  paranoia,  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  facf  that  he 
was  insane  at  the  time  he  committed  the  deed  for  which  lie  was 
convicted.  The  onset  of  this  form  or  variety  of  nunial  disease 
is  always  gradual  and  usually  it  has  been  in  progress  several 
years  before  recognition.  It  is  an  established  fact  that  all 
paranoiacs  are  dangerous,  and  more  or  less  prone  to  homi- 
cidal and  other  criminal  acts,  as  a  result  of  the  systematized 
and  fixed  delusions  of  persecution  from  which  they  suffer. 

Your  committee  found  conclusive  evidence  that  Mr. 
Doherty's  mental  condition  is  as  above  described.  In  regard 
to  Mr.  Eastwood  we  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
he  is  suffering  from  alcoholic  dementia  complicated  by  the 
degenerative  disease  of  the  spinal  cord  known  as  locomotor 
ataxia,  there  being  present  unmistakable  pathognomonic 
«igns  and  symptoms  of  this  last  named  disease.  As  to  his 
dementia  being  that  known  as  alcoholic,  or  the  result,  and  a 
part  of  general  paresis  (paralytic  dementia),  there  is  some 
little  doubt,  with  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  committee 
in  favor  of  the  former. 

The  man  is  a  wreck  mentally  and  physically.  His  weight 
has  dropped  from  220  to  147  pounds  since  his  imprisonment. 
There  are  progressive  degenerative  changes  going  on  in  his 
brain  and  spinal  cord  that  are  incurable,  and  as  in  all  such 
eases  will  go  on  to  a  fatal  termination.

Pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution  your  joint  standing  commit- 
tee on  the  industrial  school,  accompanied  by  the  committees 
on  state  prison  and  house  of  correction,  visited  the  Industrial 
School  on  Friday,  November  7,  1902,  and  now  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report: 

Upon  arriving  at  Vergennes  we  were  met  by  Superintend- 
ent Ingalls  and  Hon.  J.  W.  Weeks,  a  trustee  of  the  school, 
who  had  provided  teams  to  convey  us  to  the  school.  Upon 
our  arrival  we  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  school, 
the  buildings,  the  schoolrooms,  the  culinary  department,  the 
storerooms,  the  heating  and  ventilating  facilities  and  the 
farm  buildings.  Your  committee  found  everything  in  good 
condition  and  were  especially  pleased  with  the  general  clean- 
liness and  neatness  displayed  in  each  department. 

To  the  superintendent,  matron  and  teachers  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  for  the  admirable  conduct  of  the 
school  department.  We  visited  the  classrooms  and  were 
especially  surprised  at  the  excellence  displayed  by  the  pupils 
and  their  apparent  eagerness  to  learn.  We  would  particu- 
larly note  the  instruction  given  in  civics  and  feel  that  every 
school  in  the  State  might  well  emulate  the  work  done  here 
in  instruction  in  the  duties  in  citizenship.    In  our  judgment 
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this  school  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  of  our  pub- 
lic schools  as  to  teaching,  ability  and  discipline,  and  is  far 
ahead  of  many  in  the  spirit  shown  by  the  children  in  their 
attitude  toward  their  teachers  and  toward  their  work. 

We  found  the  farm  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  the 
«tock  well  cared  for  and  the  barns  in  excellent  repair.

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BEPOBT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS  TO  NORWICH 

UNIVERSITY. 

The  Board  of  Vi«itors  to  Norwich  University,  appointed 
for  the  biennial  term  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
act  No.  33  of  the  laws  of  1898,  herewith  snbmit  to  Your  Ex- 
•cellency  the  following  report: 

The  Board  have  visited  and  made  inspection  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  all  things  pertaining  to  it  at  various  times  dur- 
ing the  biennial  term,  and  the  result  of  their  observations 
are  hereinafter  reported  under  the  following  separate  head- 
ings: 

Enrollment. 

For  the  year  ending  June,  1900,  there  was  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  seventy-nine  ciulets,  of  which  seventy  were  on  the 
rolls  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

For  the  year  ending  June,  1901,  the  total  enrollment  was 
aeventy-eight,  of  which  seventy-two  were  on  the  rolls  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

At  the  time  of  commencement,  June,  1902,  there  were  on 
the  rolls  the  same  number  as  the  year  before,  namely,  seventy- 
two.  There  have  already  entered  in  the  freshman  class  for 
the  coming  year  twenty-four. 

The  cadet  corps  is  divided  into  two  companies,  commanded 
by  a  cadet  major  and  officered  by  cadets  promoted  upon  the 
bajsis  of  academic  and  military  standing. 

Military  Instriictiony  Armament  and  Equipment. 

The  instruction  in  military  science  and  tactics  is  thorough 
and  systematic. 

The  freshmen  when  they  enter  are  often  awkward  and 
«how  imperfect  physical  development.  They  are  first  put 
through  "  setting  up "  drill,  after  which  they  are  instructed 
in  the  manual  of  arms,  and  company  formations  and  evolu- 
tions, which  is  kept  up  during  the  full  course  of  four  years. 

The  Board  have  watched  with  much  interest  and  pleasure 
the  development  of  the  undisciplined  freshmen,  often  with 
poor  physique,  into  a  robust  appearing  man,  standing  erect 
with  easy  poise  and  military  bearing.

This  system  of  physical  culture,  together  with  regular 
habits,  make  the  cadets  uniformly  healthful  and  lays  a  sure 
foundation  for  future  health  and  strength,  without  which 
mental  acquirements  are  at  a  marked  disadvantage. 

Besides,  the  knowledge  of  military  science  is  a  splendid 
achievement  for  the  individual  and  a  source  of  strength  to 
the  State,  for  the  senior  classes  are  competent  to  officer  a 
regiment  and  instruct  it  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  military 
organization. 

The  corps  is  also  drilled  in  artillery  practice,  but  from 
necessity  are  obliged  to  use  the  heavy  and  obsolete  twelve- 
pound  brass  pieces.  The  mu«kets  used  are  the  BfN^ingfield 
rifles.  While  these  guns  answer  the  purpose  of  drill,  yet  to 
obtain  the  best  results  in  military  instruction  and  target 
practice,  these  should  be  replaced  by  the  modern  Krag,  and 
the  field  pieces  now  in  use  should  be  replaced  by  two  three- 
inch  breech-loading  rifled  guns  for  artillery  practice. 

A  request  for  the  Krag  and  for  the  three-inch  breeeb- 
loading  artillery  pieces  has  been  refused  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  making  further  dis- 
tribution of  arms  to  colleges. 

We  hope,  however,  and  have  reason  to  expect  that  during 
the  coming  year  this  improvement  in  the  ordnance  of  the  Uni- 
versity will  be  accomplished. 

For  ten  days  each  year  ju»t  prior  to  commencement  the 
corps  go  into  camp  on  the  parade  ground  afad  are  there  in- 
struct^ in  all  the  various  duties  of  camp  life,  the  same  as 
the  State  militia  are  at  the  annual  muster. 

For  the  past  few  years,  while  the  office  of  commandant 
and  military  instructor  has  been  very  creditably  filled,  yet 
the  University  has  needed  a  regular  army  officer  to  give  it 
the  miltary  standing  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

We  are  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  War  De- 
partment has  now  detailed  Captain  H.  W.  Hovey,  of  the 
regular  army,  as  commandant  and  military  instructor  to  the 
University,  and  that  he  has  already  entered  upon  hi»  duties 
as  such. 

Instruction  and  Discipline. 

In  the  academic  department  there  are  four  separate 
courses  of  instruction  namely:  Civil  engineering,  arts,  chem- 
istry, science  and  literature. 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  students  pursue  the  course 
in  civil  engineering,  it  being  a  fact  that  mathematics  and 
military  science  have  common  attractions  for  students,  and 
we  realize  the  fact  that  the  combination  of  these  two  makes 
a  very  complete  and  satisfactory  education. 
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Yet  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  so  far  as  x>os8ible  students 
f^hould  be  secured  to  enter  some  of  the  other  courses,  espe- 
cially the  course  in  science  and  literature,  for  with  a  eompar- 
ativly  limited  field  from  which  to  obtain  students  it  seems 
probable  that  the  enrollment  could  be  more  easily  increased 
were  these  two  courses  to  offer  equal  Inducements  to  pro- 
spectiye  freshmen. 

We  find  that  the  academic  instruction  is  thorough  and 
that,  in  addition  to  the  regular  course,  a  summer  school  in 
field  engineering  is  held  for  special  practical  work  in  that 
department. 

We  are  pleased  also  to  note  that,  beginning  with  the  preck 
ent  school  year,  a  professor  of  field  engineering  will  give 
special  practical  work  in  that  branch  as  a  part  of  the  regu<- 
lar  work  throughout  the  year,  thereby  much  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  mathematical  and  engineering  departments. 

The  discipline  of  the  University  is  military.  There  has  in 
the  past  been  more  or  less  hazing  of  freshmen  during  the  first 
few  weeks  of  the  fall  term,  thus  aping  the  custom  until  re- 
cently  in  vogue  at  West  Point.  This  shameful  and  brutal- 
izing practice  has  been  eradicated  during  the  past  year,  the 
several  classes  voluntarily  pledging  themselves  to  discon- 
tinue and  discountenance  all  hazing  in  the  future. 

We  are  especially  glad  to  report  this  change  for  the  bet- 
ter in  the  University,  for  all  such  practices  are  a  discredit 
alike  to  the  college  and  to  the  students  who  practice  it,  and 
when  indulged  by  a  State  institution  it  becomes  a  discredit 
to  the  Btate  itself.  A  stop  has  been  put  to  this  custom  at 
West  Point  through  pressure  from  the  National  Government, 
and  parents  in  Vermont  may  not  hesitate  to  send  their  boys 
to  our  State  Military  College  on  that  account,  for  hazing  is 
now  abolished  at  Norwich  University. 

Improvements. 

Under  the  head  of  improvements  we  wis-h  first  to  note 
the  completion,  during  the  past  year,  of  Dewey  Hall,  which 
has  been  erected  near  the  Barracks  and  Dodge  Hall. 

The  Barracks  is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  dormitory, 
Dodge  Hall  as  a  recitation  building  and  Dewey  Hall  is  to  be 
the  administrative  building.  Its  dimensions  are  46x84  feet, 
with  a  stage  extension  12x24.  The  building  is  a  creditable 
memorial  to  the  hero  of  Manila  bay. 

It  contains,  besides  the  administrative  offices,  an  assembly 
hall,  library  and  rooms  for  the  United  States  weather  bureau 
which  is  stationed  here.  It  was  much  needed  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  all  friends  of  the  University. 
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We  call  attention  also  to  the  gift  of  the  Univeraity  of  the 
library  of  archaeology  of  the  late  Orlando  Dana  Miller,  of 
South  Merrimack,  N.  H.  This  is  a  large  and  valuable  addi- 
tion  to  the  college  library.  Also  an  important  gift  of  books 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  P.  D.  Bradford,  of  Northfield, 
•ad  another  from  Mrs.  Gushman,  consisting  af  the  historical 
fibrary  of  the  noted  Vermont  historian,  Zadoc  Thompson. 

Staie  Apjn-opriatians  and  Expenditures. 

We  have  examined  the  account  of  exi)enditure8  so  far  as 
It  comes  within  our  province  and  find  that  the  sums  ai^o- 
priated  by  the  State  have  been  expended  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  by  the  law  authorizing  such  appropriation^ 
proper  vouchers  being  shown  for  all  such  expenditures. 

In  conclusion  we  congratulate  the  State  upon  having,  un- 
der the  able  management  of  President  Allan  D.  Brown,  such 
a  creditable  and  efficient  State  Military  College,  which  not 
only  affords  an  opportunity  for  our  young  men  to  olytain  a 
liberal  college  education,  but  at  the  same  time  educates  them 
in  military  science,  thus  providing  capable  officers  for  future 
military  organizations,  should  occasion  ever  require,  and  we 
would  recommend  that  by  legislative  enactment  the  gradu- 
ates of  Norwich  University  be  commissioned  as  second  lieu- 
tenants in  the  State  Militia  and  placed  on  the  eligible  list 
for  such  appointments.

If  the  available  cash  on  hand  and  in  banks  on  the  1st  day 
of  July,  1902,  could  have  been  applied  upon  the  liabilities  of

STATES  S)XPBNSES. 

The  same  method  of  stating  the  accounts  of  finanioe  and 
expenses  is  employed  herein  as  was  used  in  my  communica- 
tion two  years  ago.  This  will  facilitate  the  making  of  com- 
parisons. It  appears  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
receipts  of  the  Treasury  of  |152,253.60,  notwithstanding  the 
state  tax  raised  dui'ing  the  last  two  years,  was  $83,037.22 
less  than  was  raised  during  the  preceding  biennial  term. 

There  were  unpaid  orders  amounting  to  |13,971.54  out- 
standing on  June  30,  1900.  The  Auditor  has  drawn  during 
the  biennial  term  ending  June  30,  1902,  orders  to  the  amount 
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of  11,373,186.16  of  which  the  Treasurer  has  paid  |1,344,674.96, 
leaving  the  orders  outstanding  and  unpaid  f42,482.74. 

The  Auditor  reports  that  after  deducting  the  moneys 
covered  into  the  Treasury  on  account  of  receipts  from  the 
several  institutions  and  balances  returned  by  officials  the  net 
amount  of  State  expenses  for  which  orders  were  drawn  for 
the  biennial  term  was  11,176,641.34,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  summary:

In  determining  the  net  expenses  for  the  biennial  term, 
there  should  be  deducted  from  the  above  total  the  sum  of 
123,367.85  paid  the  Brattleboro  Retreat  for  support  of  insane 
poor  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  which  should  have 
been  included  in  the  previous  biennial  term,  and  there  must 
be  added  the  amount  which  the  Treasurer  has  paid  by  au- 
thority of  law  without  Auditor's  orders,  namely,  |37,101.04. 
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By  making  the  forgoing  dednction  and  addition  it  appears 
that  the  net  expenses  for  the  biennial  term  were  |1,190,374.53 
or  f595,187.26  a  year. 

A  comparison  with  the  figures  of  two  years  ago  will  show 
an  increased  expenditure  in  many  of  the  diepartments,  but 
this  is  offset  in  a  measure  by  the  decrease  of  expenses  in 
other  departments,  while  the  sum  paid  by  the  Treasurer  by 
authority  of  law  also  shows  a  substantial  reduction. 

The  decrease  of  the  net  expenses  of  the  penal  institutions 
in  the  last  biennial  term  over  the  preceding  is  |28,554.92  and 
the  decrease  in  the  sum  paid  for  interest  is  |13,738.50. 

The  income  derived  from  the  collateral  inheritance  tax 
during  the  present  term  has  increased  |65,836.02  and  the 
license  tax  f5,425,  while  the  gain  in  corporation  taxes 
amounts  to  $74,726.57.  This  increase  is,  in  a  measure,  attri- 
butable to  the  ejQficient  administration  of  the  Tax  Com- 
ndssdoner. 

There  ought  to  be  a  reduction  in  State  expenses.  Whether 
there  shall  be  depends  on  your  action. 

No  money  can  be  drawn  out  of  the  Treasury  unless  first 
appropriated  by  act  of  legislation.  Such  is  our  fundamental 
law.  You  are  therefore  responsible  not  only  for  current  ap- 
propriations, but  also  for  continuing  a  statute  which  author- 
izes an  unnecessary  expenditure.  It  may  be  noted  that,  un- 
less appropriations  are  materially  increased,  a  state  tax  of 
not  more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  grand  list,  or  its  equivalent 
otherwise  raised,  in  addition  to  existing  sources  of  income, 
is  all  that  will  be  necessary  for  the  next  biennial  term. 

THB  CLAIMS  BBTWBIDN  THE  STATB  OF   VETBHONT  AND  THB 
UNITED  STATES. 

By  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  27,  1861,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  is  directed  to  pay 
to  the  Grovernor  of  any  State  the  expenses  properly  incurred 
by  such  State  for  enrolling,  subsisting,  paying,  clothing  and 
equipping  its  troops  employed  in  aiding  to  suppress  the 
"  insurrection  against  the  United  States,  to  be  settled  upon 
proper  vouchers  to  be  filed  and  passed  upon  by  the  proper 
Accounting  OflScers  of  the  Treasury." 

The  Treasury  Department,  having  ruled'  tha.t  this  Act  con- 
ferred no  authority  for  the  repayment  of  interest  paid  upon 
money  borrowed  by  the  State  for  such  expenses,  declined  to 
refund  to  the  several  States  the  money  so  paid  for  interest. 

Thereui>on,  in  1889  a  proceeding  was  instituted  in  the 
Court  of  Claims  of  the*  United  States  by  the  State  of  New 
York,  to  recover  from  the  United  States  the  sums  by  it  ex- 
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pend^d  for  interest  upon  money  borrowed'  to  meet  war  ex- 
penses, and  in  this  proceeding  judgment  wasi  finally  rendered 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  January  6, 1896, 
in  favor  of  the  State  of  New  York,  as  appears  by  the  reported 
decision  of  the  case  in  160  U.  S.  Report,  598. 

It  was  held  that  interest  paid  by  a  State  on  money  bor- 
rowed to  defray  expenses  of  raising  troops  for  the  National 
defense  is  a  part  of  the  ''  costs,  charges  and  expenses  prop- 
erly incurred  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
July  27,  1861,  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  State  by  the  General 
Government. 

Mr.  Justice  Harlan,  delivering  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  Court,  eaid: 

"  We  cannot  doubt  that  the  interest  paid  by  the  State  on 
its  bonds,  issued  to  raise  money  for  the  purposes  expressed 
by  Congress,  constituted  a  part  of  the  costs,  charges  and  ex- 
penses properly  incurred  by  it  for  those  objects.  Such  inter- 
est, when  paid,  became  a  principal  sum,  as  between  the  State 
and  the  United  States.  That  is,  became  a  part  of  the  aggre- 
gate sumi  properly  paid  by  the  State  for  the  United  States* 
The  principal  and  interest  so  paid  constitutes  a  debt  from  the 
United  States  to  the  State.  It  is  as  if  the  United  States  had 
itself  borrowed  the  money  through  the  agency  of  the  State." 

The  amount  due  the  State  of  Vermont  on  account  of 
moneys  so  paid  for  interest  was  more  than  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  thousand,  dollars. 

By  joint  resolution  approved  November  22,  1898,  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Auditor  of  Accounts  were  authorized  to  appoint  an 
agent  or  agents  on  behalf  of  this  State,  at  such  compensation 
as  they  might  determine,  to  present,  prosecute  and  recover 
this  claim;  and  under  the  authority  so  conferred  Governor 
Edward  C.  Smith  and  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  Orion  M. 
Barber,  by  contract  dated  the  15th  day  of  September,  1899, 
appointed  and  employed  John  B.  Cotton,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
Frank  C.  Partridge,  of  Proctor,  and  Frederick  H.  Button,  of 
Rutland,  agents  and  attorneys,  to  prosecute  the  claim,  and 
agreed  that  the  compensation  of  the  attorneys  for  this  ser- 
vice should  be  25  per  centum,  of  the  entire  amount  of  the 
claim  allowed  in  favor  of  the  State  irrespective  of  any  offsets 
thereto;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  offset  that  is  allowed 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States  against  the  State  of  Vermont 
equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  claim  which  is  allowed 
in  favor  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  the  agents  shall  receive 
no  compensation  either  for  their  time,  exi>enses  or  disburse- 
ments; that  the  compensation  shall  he  payable  out  of  any 
sums  that  may  be  collected  and  without  any  liability  on  behalf 
30  S 
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of  the  State  for  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  presentation 
and  prosecution  of  the  claim  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatso- 
ever; provided,  further,  that  the  total  amount  of  the  com- 
pensation shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars. 

The  claim  of  the  State  in  this  behalf  was  adjusted  and 
allowed  in  June  last,  to  the  amount  of  |280,453.56,  and  the 
same  was  included  in  the  deficiency  appropriation  bill  passed 
at  the  end  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  and  a  warrant 
for  that  amount,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Governor, 
was  drawn,  and  forwarded  to  me  and  deposited  in  the  State 
Treasury.  But  while  it  was  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer, and  before  payment,  a  question  was  raised  whether  a 
charge  of  |543,780.23,  standing  upon  the  books  of  the  Ord- 
nance Office  in  the  War  Department  against  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont, ought  not  to  be  offset  againat  this  amount  d'ue  the 
State,  and,  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  Con- 
gress, the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  stopped  payment  of  the 
warrant  pending  the  settlement  of  this  question. 

This  charge  of  |543,780.23  is  a  memorandum  of  arms  and 
ammunition  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government  to  equip 
militia  organized  in  this  State  soon  after  the  St.  Albans  raid 
in  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  suppression  of  ex- 
pected operations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  northern,  frontier  of 
the  United  States  by  the  armed  forces  of  the  insurgent  organ- 
ization then  carrying  on  a  war  against  the  Union. 

This  militia  was  organized  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of 
President  Lincoln  and  Secretary  Stanton,  and  with  their 
assurance  that- all  necessary  equipment  would  be  furnished 
by  the  War  Department. 

As  the  War  Department  was  unable  to  furnish  uniforms 
and  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  they  were  furnisihed  by  the 
State,  its  expenses  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  this  militia 
amounting  to  something  more  than  |166,000.  For  this  outlay 
the  General  Government  should  reimburse  the  State. 

This  claim  of  the  United  States  has  been  heretofore  twice 
presented  against  the  State  by  the  officials  of  the  Federal 
Government:  Once  during  the  administration  of  Governor 
Ormsbee,  when  the  merits  of  the  claim  were  discussed  by  hina 
in  a  special  message  to  the  Legislature.  Thisi  message  will 
be  found  in  the  House  Journal,  1886,  p.  155.  It  resulted  in 
the  passage  of  Act  217,  Ijaws  of  1886,  which  was  transmitted, 
as  its  terms  required,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
But  up  to  this  time  no  officer  or  person  has  been  authorized  by 
Act  of  Congress  to  represent  the  United  States  and  adjust 
with  this  State  the  matter  involved. 

The  claim  was  again  brought  forward  in  1891,  when  it  was 
urged  as  a  set-off  to  the  refund  of  the  direct  tax  due  the  State. 
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The  question  was  then  referred  by  the  Treasury  Department 
to  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States.  He,  after  an 
•exhaustive  examination  of  the  subject  in  its  historical  and 
legal  aspects,  concludes: 

"  It  does  not  appear  that  there  exists  such  a  debt  against 
the  State  and  in  favor  of  the  United  States  arising  out  of 
the  occurrences  and  circumstances  detailed,  as  either  law  or 
•equity  requires  should  be  set  off  against  or  deducted  from  the 
sum  standing  in  the  State's  favor,  under  the  Direct  Tax 
Acts." 

This  opinion  is  reported  on  page  134  of  Vol.  20  of  Opinions 
of  Attorneys  Oeneral. 

On  t;he  30th  day  of  July,  1902,  a  further  contract  was  en- 
tered into  by  the  attorneys  above  named  and  the  State, 
whereby  all  the  labor  and  expense  of  the  defense  of  the  State 
against  the  claim  of  the  United  States  for  $543,780.23,  and  the 
presentation  and  prosecution  of  the  further  claim  of  this 
^tate  against  the  United  States  for  its  expense  in  the  matter 
of  maintaining  militia,  amounting  to  something  more  than 
1^166,000,  are  to  be  conducted  without  any  further  or  other 
compensation  or  expense  to  the  State  than  stipulated  in  the 
former  agreement  dated  September  15,  1899. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  delay  in  settling  this  claim  is  not 
attributable  to  Vermont.  It  seems  to  me  advisable  that  the 
legislature  request  our  delegation  in  Congress  to  secure  such 
Pederal  legislation  as  will  enable  the  United  States  to  meet 
this  State  in  a  speedy  adjustment  of  the  whole  matter  upon 
the  just  and  equitable  grounds  proposed  by  Act  217  of  the 
Laws  of  1886. 

DEAF  AND  DUMB,  BI/IND  AND  FBDBLB-BflNDB©  CHILDREN. 

The  Gk)vernor  is  made  by  law  commissioner  of  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind,  and  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble-minded  children 
•of  indigent  parents  and  is  charged  with  their  instruction  at 
the  several  institutions  in  New  England  designed  for  the 
•education  of  such  unfortunate  pupils. 

Under  this  duty  and  authority  I  have  designated  during 
my  term  of  office  sixteen  children  as  State  beneficiaries,  as 
follows:  seven  deaf  and  dumb,  five  blind,  and  four  feeble- 
minded children. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term  there  were  thirty-four  like 
beneficiaries  supported  at  the  various  institutions,  who  had 
l)een  designated  by  my  predecessors.  In  the  last  two  years 
six  of  the  foregoing  number  have  completed  the  course  or 
left  the  institutions  and  three  have  deceased,  so  that  there 
are  now  forty-one  pupils  receiving  this  benefaction  from  the 
State. 
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The  expenses  for  the  beneficiaries  at  the  several  institu- 
tions are  in  detail  as  follows:

The  total  expense  of  all  beneficiaries  during  the 
terms  mentioned  is  |17,198  2^ 
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VERMONT   INDUSTRIAL    SCHOOLi. 

For  the  greater  portion  of  the  past  biennial  term  this 
institution  has  been  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Andrews,  Superintendent  and  Matron.  They 
tendered  their  resignations  to  take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of 
September,  and  the  vacancies  so  created'  have  been  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elwin  L.  Ingalls,  Superin- 
tendent and  Matron.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrews'  work  has  shown 
^ood  results. 

The  largest  number  of  children  in  this  institution  at  any 
one  time  was  one  hundred  seventy-nine,  the  smallest  number 
one  hundred  forty-two,  and  the  average  daily  number  one 
hundred  sixty.  The  average  cost  a  year  for  each  child  con- 
fined in  the  institution  has  been  one  hundred  thirty-four  dol- 
lars and  four  cents. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  and  under  No.  130,  Acts  of  1900, 
an  addition  to  the  property  of  this  institution  consisting  of  a 
house,  barn  and  about  fifteen  acres  of  land  has  been  pur- 
chased and  converted  into  a  good  substantial  cottage  and 
grounds  suflBcient  for  the  accommodation  of  thirty-five  to 
forty  boys;  which  is  designed  for  the  younger  and  less  crim- 
inal youth.  This  with  an  improvement  in  the  water  supply 
has  bettered  the  condition  of  the  children  at  the  institution 
so  that  sickness  among  them  has  materially  decreased. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  need  of  a  better  water  supply 
at  this  institution  as  shown  in  the  Superintendent's  report. 

HOUSE  OP  CORRECTION. 

This  institution  has  been  managed  the  past  biennial  term 
Ijj  the  same  Superintendent  as  formerly,  under  the  control 
of  the  Directors  of  the  State  Prison  and  House  of  Correction. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  confined  therein  has 
been,  to  use  the  nearest  whole  number,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
a  day.  Net  cost  to  the  State  for  the  past  two  years  has  been 
four  thousand  five  hundred  nineteen  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents,  that  is,  an  average  cost  of  fifteen  dollars  and  two 
€ents  a  year  for  each  convict. 

For  details  of  expenses,  receipts  and  other  matters  of 
administration  you  are  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  officers 
of  the  institution. 

Early  in  the  year  1901  it  became  evident  that  additional 
room  both  for  manufacturing  purposes  and  for  accommoda- 
tion of  the  women  convicts  was  an  absolute  necessity,  and  as 
there  was  no  existing  appropriation  which  could  be  used  for 
that  purpose  and  no  way  provided  by  law  in  which  funds  could 
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be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  for  new  construction,  and 
the  amount  required  did  not  warrant  the  calling  of  a  special 
sessaon  to  make  an  appropriation,  the  Board  of  Visitors  to- 
State  Institutions  raised  the  money  on  their  personal  obliga- 
tions, and  there  was  erected  as  an  addition  to  the  buildings, 
already  standing  a  structure  of  brick,  forty  by  sixty  feet,  two 
stories  in  height,  costing  nine  hundred  sixty  dollars,  the  labor 
of  construction  with  one  exception  being  performed  entirely 
by  convicts. 

Further  particulars  concerning  this  will  be  found  in  the 
Director's  report. 

STATE  PRISON. 

The  affairs  of  the  State  Prison  have  been  efficiently  con- 
ducted  the  past  two  years  by  the  Superintendent,  E.  W. 
Oakes,  and  his  assistants,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  The  smallest  number  of  convicts  confined  there 
at  any  one  time  during  the  past  biennial  period  was  one  hun- 
dred thirty-one,  and  the  largest  number  one  hundred  fifty- 
seven.  The  daily  average  for  the  two  years  has  been,  to  use 
the  nearest  whole  number,  one  hundred  forty-six. 

The  institution  has  been  more  than  self-sustaining,  the 
receipts  for  labor  of  convicts  exceeding  the  expenses  by  four 
hundred  fifty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents. 

The  present  contract  for  the  labor  of  prisoners  in  the  State 
Prison  went  into  effect  May  1,  1901,  and  will  terminate  by  its 
limitation  May  1,  1906.  Under  this  contract  the  State  is  paid 
seventy-five  cents  a  day  for  each  able-bodied  man,  being  an 
advance  of  three  cents  a  day  on  the  price  under  the  former 
contract. 

The  boilers  now  in  use  in  the  prison  buildings  for  making^ 
steam  for  driving  machinery  and  heating  purposes  are  of 
insufficient  capacity,  and  are  old  and  constantly  in  need  of 
repairs.  They  should  be  replaced  with  boilers  of  modern  con- 
struction and  greater  capacity. 

A  school  is  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  prisoners,, 
and  on  account  of  lack  of  room  the  school  is  conducted  in  the 
room  used  for  a  hospital;  but  when  prisoners  are  ill  in  the 
hospital,  the  sessions  of  the  school  must  be  suspended.  This 
room,  used  for  both  school  and  hospital,  is  directly  over  the 
oook  room,  and  is  constantly  filled  with  its  odors. 

Suitable  provisions,  therefore,  should  be  made  for  a 
hospital. 

For  the  details  of  the  administration  of  this  institution 
your  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the 
Vermont  State  Prison. 
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OONDITIONAI^  DISCHAROB  AND   PAROL£}  OP   OONVIOTS. 

The  Grovernor,  having  doubts  as  to  the  constitutionality 
of  those  sections  of  the  s-tatutes,  viz. :  sections  5306-5309  of 
the  Vermonft  Statutes,  and  No.  126  of  the  Acts  of  1898  and 
No.  104  of  the  Acts  of  1900,  which  in  terms  undertake  to 
regulate  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power,  and  confer 
»ome  portion  of  that  power  upon  a  Board  of  Prison  Commis- 
sioners, and  impose  upon  the  Governor  in  connection  there- 
with the  duty  of  issuing  warrants  for  the  recommitment  of 
convicts  who  may  have  violated  the  conditions  of  their  dis- 
charges, and  under  the  leave  granted  to  him  in  section  1006 
of  the  Vermont  Statutes,  required  of  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  their  opinion  in  writing  upon  the  questions 
of  law  connected  with  the  discharge  of  his  duties  arising 
under  the  Statutes  above  stated,  making  the  following 
inquiries: 

1.  Under  the  provision  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  has 
the  Governor  authority  to  discharge  conditionally  from  the 
State  Prison  and  House  of  Correction  convicts  sentenced 
thereto  before  November  16,  1898? 

2.  Has  the  Governor  authority  to  discharge  conditionally 
from  the  State  Prison  and  House  of  Correction  convicts 
sentenced  after  November  16,  1898,  and  before  November  27, 
1900? 

3.  Has  the  Governor  authority  to  discharge  conditionally 
from  the  State  Prison  and  House  of  Correction  convicts 
sentenced  after  November  27,  1900? 

4.  Has  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  authority  to 
discharge  conditionally  from  the  State  Prison  and  House  of 
Correction  any  convicts  excepting  after  the  expiration  of  the 
minimum  term  of  such  convicts  as  have  been  sentenced  to  a 
maximum  and  minimum  term? 

5.  Has  the  Governor  authority  to  issue  a  warrant  to  re- 
turn to  the  State  Prison  or  House  of  Correction  a  convict 
conditionally  discharged  before  November  16,  1898,  who  has 
violated  the  conditions  of  such  discharge? 

6.  Has  the  Governor  authority  to  issue  a  warrant  to  re- 
turn to  the  State  Prison  or  House  of  Correction  a  convict 
sentenced  before  November  16,  1898,  and  conditionally  dis- 
charged after  November  16,  1898,  and  before  November  27, 
1900,  who  has  violated  the  conditions  of  such  discharge? 

7.  Has  the  Governor  authority  to  issue  a  warrant  to  re- 
turn to  the  State  Prison  or  House  of  Correction  a  convict 
sentenced  and  discharged  after  November  16, 1898,  and  before 
November  27,  1900,  who  has  violated  the  conditions  of  such 
discharge? 
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8.  Has  the  G^overnor  authority  to  issue  a  warrant  to  re- 
turn to  the  State  Prison  or  House  of  Correction  a  convict 
sentenced  and  conditionally  discharged  after  November  27, 
1900,  who  has  violated  the  conditions  of  such  discharge? 

9.  Is  a  convict  conditionally  discharged  by  the  Governor 
between  November  16,  1898,  and  November  27,  1900,  lawfully 
at  liberty? 

In  reply  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  29th  day 
of  May  1901,  answered  questions  1,  2,  3  and  9  in  the  affirm- 
ative; and  questions  5,  6,  7  and  8  in  the  negative.  As  to  ques- 
tion 4,  five  of  the  judges  answered: 

"  The  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  has  no  authority  to 
grant  a  conditional  discharge,  nor  a  parole  to  a  convict  in 
an}"  case." 

On  this  question  one  judge  dissented  and  one  doubted. 

In  disposing  of  the  questions  the  judges  used  the  following 
language: 

"  The  power  to  grant  pardons  is  given  to  the  executive  by 
the  constitution  in  unrestricted  terms,  except  in  cases  of 
treason,  murder  and  impeachment;  and  that  such  general 
power  includes  the  authority  to  grant  all  kinds  of  pardon 
known  to  the  common  law,  is  well  settled.  The  grant  may 
be  for  a  full,  partial,  absolute,  or  conditional  pardon,  pro- 
vided the  condition  be  not  illegal,  immoral,  or  imposBible  to 
perform.  This  power  can  neither  be  restricted  nor  taken 
away  by  legislative  action.  Nor  can  a  like  power  be  given 
by  the  Legislature  to  any  other  officer  or  authority." 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by 
the  law  as  declared  by  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
Governor  has  attempted  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  matter  of  conditional  pardons  as  expressed 
in  the  statutes  concerning  which  inquiry  was  made  of  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

HOSPFFALS   FOR  THE  INSANE. 

In  the  matter  of  the  care  of  its  insane  poor,  the  State  has 
seemingly  done  its  duty,  as  will  appear  from  the  reports  of 
the  Supervisors  of  the  Insane,  the  Trustees  of  the  Vermont 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  the  officers  of  the  Brattle- 
boro  Retreat,  to  which  reports  you  are  referred  for  details 
of  their  work  and  needs. 

The  expenditure  for  the  support  of  the  insane  poor  is  one 
of  the  largest  items  of  State  expenses  and  seems  to  be  con- 
stantly increasing.  One  cause  of  this  is  the  general  tendency 
of  towns  to  transfer  to  the  State  the  burden  of  supporting 
their   idiotic  and  demented  poor  who  are  not  dangerous. 
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Many  have  been  returned  to  th^-  towns  during  the  biennial 
term,  as  the  reports  of  the  supervisors  show. 
•  Another  cause  is  the  general  increase  of  insanity  in  the 
community.  At  present  the  rule  is,  not  to  see  how  cheaply 
the  insane  can  be  cared  for  and  supported,  but  how  well  it 
can  be  done  at  the  least  cost.  There  are  about  725  State 
patients  at  the  hospital  and  retreat. 

NEfW   YORK   WITNESS    LAW. 

The  courts  of  this  State  have  always  had  diflSculty  in 
securing  the  attendance  of  persons  found  in  the  State  of  New 
York  as  witnesses  to  testify  in  criminal  causes  pending  in 
this  State.  For  many  persons  possessed  of  knowledge  of 
facts  necessary  to  be  shown  on  the  part  of  this  State  in  such 
causes  have  exhibited  a  disposition  to  trade  upon  the  neces- 
sities of  the  State,  and  insisted  upon  the  payment  of  exorbit- 
ant compen-sation  before  coming  into  this  State  to  testify. 

This  diflSculty  became  so  aggravated  in  a  recent  case  that 
persons  desired  as  witnesses  in  behalf  of  the  State  insisted 
upon  the  payment  in  advance  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  day 
And  expenses  each. 

The  Governor  called  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
Oovernor  and  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  that 
law-making  body,  seeing  at  once  the  justice  and  propriety  of 
remedying  this  evil,  enacted  a  law  which  became  operative 
o'n  the  6th  day  of  March  1902,  whereby  any  person  within  the 
borders  of  the  State  of  New  York  can  be  compelled  by  sub- 
poena to  attend  as  a  witness  in  all  trials  of  persons  charged 
with  offenses  of  the  grade  of  felony  in  the  courts  of  this  State, 
upon  a  proper  application  for  such  subpoena  by  the  proper 
officers  of  this  State,  and  tender  to  the  person  desired  as  a 
witness  of  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  mile  to  be  traveled 
to  and  from  the  court  wherein  the  trial  is  pending,  and  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  that  his  attendance  is  re- 
quired. • 

Our  own  statute  on  this  subject  (V.  S.  §§  1919  and  1920) 
is  reciprocal  except  that  it  provides'  for  the  payment  of  a 
sum  so  much  smaller  than  this  that  it  seems  inadequate  to 
meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  person  sent  into  a  large 
city  for  several  days,  and  it  is  recommended  that  our  statute 
be  made  reciprocal  in  respect  of  fees. 

SUPREME  COURT. 

The  Hon.  Russell  S.  Taft,  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Burlington  on  the  22d 
day  of  March  last,  at  the  age  of  67  years,  after  a  useful  career 
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of  long  public  service  marked  throughout  by  honesty  of  pur- 
pose and  fidelity  to  duty. 

The  vacancy  thus  made  in  the  highest  judicial  office  in  the 
State  was  filled  by  me  on  the  31st  day  of  the  same  month  in 
the  appointment  of  Hon.  John  W.  Rowell,  of  Randolph,  who 
was  at  that  time  the  first  assistant  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  Each  of  the  other  assistant  judges  was  then  pro- 
moted. The  office  of  sixth  assistant  judge  thus  left  unoccu- 
pied was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Seneca  Haselton 
of  the  city  of  Burlington. 

BOARD  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONBRS. 

The  Board  of  Railroad  CJommissioners  was  filled  on  the 
first  day  of  December,  1900,  by  the  appointment,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  of  Hon.  Jonathan  Ross,  of 
St.  Johnsbury,  Hon.  Lavant  M.  Read,  of  Rockingham,  and 
Hon.  Henry  S.  Bingham,  of  Bennington.  These  gentlemen 
accepted  the  appointment  and  acted  as  such  Board  until  the 
death  of  Judge  Read,  a  man  honest  and  fearless,  and  there- 
fore a  good  public  servant.  The  vacancy  caused  by  his  death 
was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Jamesi  M.  Boutwell,  of 
Montpelier. 

This  Board  has  prepared  and  submitted  to  you  a  careful 
and  thoughtful  report,  to  which  your  serious  consideration  i» 
directed.  The  interests  committed  to  this  Board  are  large 
and  varied;  and  its  membership  should  be  composed  of  strong 
and  safe  men.  It  should  then  be  given  more  authority  and 
power  to  enforce  its  orders  and  judgments;  otherwise  the 
Board  is  of  doubtful  usefulness,  and  should  be  abolished. 

SERGEANT- AT-ARMS. 

The  office  of  Sergeant-at-Arms  was  made  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Truman  C.  Phinney  on  the  16th  day  of  December, 
1901,  and  James  W.  Brock,  of  Montpelier,  was  appointed  in 
his  place,  on  the  17th  day  of  the  same  month. 

Mr.  Phinney  was  first  elected  to  the  office  in  1870,  and  haB 
since  then  re(»iMved  continuous  elections.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  beginning  the  thirty-second  year  of  his  service^ 

It  is  not  out  of  place  here  to  say  that  he  was  uniformly 
kind  and  obliging,  and  performed  every  duty  faithfully  and 
efficiently.  His  familiar  figure  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all 
those  now  living  who  within  the  last  generation  have  had 
occasion  to  do  business  at  the  Capitol. 

PORTRAIT  OF  GENERAL  LISCUM. 

In  consideration  of  the  distinguished  valor  of  Brigadier- 
General  Emerson  H.  Liscum,  commanding  the  Ninth  Segi- 
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ment,  United  States  Infantry,  who  gave  his  life  for  the  flag 
in  the  assault  at  the  siege  of  Tien  Tsin,  China,  July  13,  1900,. 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  Gov- 
ernor in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  contract  with  an 
artist  for  the  painting  of  his  i>ortrait.  It  was  ordered  to  be 
suitably  inscribed  and  placed  in  the  Capitol  as  a  token  of 
affection  and  admiration  of  the  people  of  his  native  State. 

In  obedience  to  this  provision,  Mr.  Walter  Oilman  Page, 
of  Boston,  the  artist  who  completed  the  portrait  of  Governor 
Fairbanks,  which  is  in  the  Executive  Chamber,  was  given  the 
commission. 

The  portrait  was  to  be  accepted  on  condition  that  it  should 
be  a  good  likeness  and  satisfactory  to  General  Liscum'a 
friends  and  family  and  it  meets  those  requirements.  Mrs^ 
Liscum,  the  widow  of  the  General,  writes :  "  I  hope  General 
Liscum's  Vermont  friends  will  be  as  well  pleased  with  the 
portrait  as  I  have  been.  I  waa  so  much  pleased  with  it  that 
I  asked  Mr.  Page  to  paint  a  copy  of  it  for  me.  It  is  most 
satisfactory  to  me  and  all  my  friends." 

The  portrait  has  been  delivered,  and  it  is  in  the  keeping 
of  the  Sergeant-at-Ai-ms.  It  is  designed  to  have  it  unveiled 
with  appropriate  exercises  at  the  meeting  of  the  Vermont 
Officers'  Reunion  Society,  which  is  to  be  held  here  during  the 
present  session. 

PORTRAIT  MEDALLION  OP  MAJOR  GENERAL  SMITH. 

The  following  correspondence  will  fully  explain  what  has^ 
taken  place  in  reference  to  the  gift  to  the  State  of  the  portrait 
medallion  of  Major  General  AVilliam  Farrar  Smth  and  ita 
acceptance. 

The  tablet  was  delivered  to  me  with  the  accompanying 
letter  of  General  Wistar,  at  Montpelier  on  August  21st  last 
by  Hon.  Samuel  E.  Pingree,  some  time  Lieutenant  Colonel  of 
the  Third  Vermont  Regiment  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion. 

Philadelphia,  August  11,  1902. 
Hon.  Wm.  W.  Stickxby,  Qavernor  of  Vermont: 

T>ear  Sir. — A  few  of  the  military  friends  of  Major  General 
William  Farrar  Smith,  and  who  are  not  from  his  native  State^ 
desire  to  testify  their  appreciation  of  his  distinguished  ser- 
vices to  his  country  in  the  great  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and 
would  ask  your  acceptance  of  the  accompanying  tablet  to  be 
placed  in  the  State  House  amongst  those  of  other  prominent 
Vermonters. 

The  oflScial  records  of  the  Rebellion,  which  must,  after  all^ 
be  the  source  from  which  the  historian  will  draw  his  facts^ 
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•contain  the  unembellished  story  of  the  deeds  of  our  greatest 
.soldiers. 

From  these  oflScial  records  we  have  selected  an  extract 
from  a  special  report  of  the  then  Assistant  Secretary  of  War, 
Charles  A.  Dana,  which  briefly  discloses  the  eminent  stand- 
ing as  a  commander  in  which  General  Smith  was  held  by  the 
men  then  at  the  head  of  affairs — great  men  confronting  most 
momentous  events. 

The  portrait  medallion  is  a  replica  from  that  designed  by 
J.  E.  Kelly,  the  celebrated  New  York  sculptor,  for  Colonel 
Jerome  B.  Wheeler,  an  old  Comrade  in  Arms  of  General 
Smith,  and  kindly  furnished  for  the  present  purpose.  It  is 
an  excellent  likeness.

— I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  esteemed  favor  of 
recent  date  in  which  you  indicate  the  purpose  of  a  few  miJi- 
tai7  friends  to  present  to  Vermont  a  portrait  medallion  of 
Major  General  William  Farrar  Smith. 

I  behalf  of  the  State,  permit  me  to  convey  to  you  and 
through  you  to  the  other  friends  concerned,  the  profound 
thanks  of  all  our  i>eople  for  this  most  acceptable  gift.  We 
highly  appreciate  the  noble  impulse  which  i>rompted  you  to 
thus  honor  one  of  our  sons  whose  merit  and  distinguished 
service  reflects  great  credit  upon  his  native  State. 

I  have  directed  the  tablet  to  be  placed  in  the  vestibule  of 
the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  plain  view  of  our 
most  precious  trophies  of  the  war  of  the  Great  Rebellion,  the 
sixty-seven  battle  flags  borne,  defended  and  returned  by  the 
bravery  of  Vermont's  citizen  soldiers — ^the  best  blood  of  the 
hills — many  of  whom  at  one  time  or  another  were  under  the 
command  of  General  Smith  whom  they  loved  and  respected. 

I  shall  request  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session  to  take 
further  and  more  formal  steps  in  recognition  and  acceptance 
of  your  donation.

In  accordance  with  my  letter  to  General  Wistar  I  now 
recommend  such  legislative  action  in  the  premises  as  to  yon 
seems  appropriate  and  due  to  the  generous  donors. 
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PORTRAIT  OP  CAPTAIN  CLARK. 

Bv  joint  resolution,  at  the  last  session  of  the  General' 
Assembly,  the  Governor  was  commissioned  and  directed  in 
behalf  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  request  of  Captain  Charles^ 
E.  Clark,  lately  in  command  of  the  United  States  battleship 
Oregon,  to  sit  for  a  portrait  to  be  placed  with  a  suitable 
inscription  in  the  State  Capitol  in  commemoration  of  his  dis- 
tinguished service  to  his  country,  and  as  a  token  of  the  abid- 
ing affection  and  admiration  of  all  the  people  of  his  native- 
State. 

In  taking  action  on  the  foregoing  proposition,  in  each. 
House  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  members  arose  in  their 
places,  so  the  record  runs,  "  as  a  distinguishing  mark  of  hom- 
age to  a  commander  eminent  alike  for  his  ability,  his  bravery^ 
his  devotion  to  duty,  and  his  modesty,  and  who  has  made  one 
of  the  brightest  pages  in  the  naval  history  of  any  country." 

Under  this  resolution  Mr.  Frederic  P.  Vinton  of  Boston,  a 
gentleman  eminent  in  the  art  of  portrait  painting,  was 
awarded  the  commission.  He  has  completed  the  work  and 
produced  a  portrait  of  life  size,  three  quarters  length.  It  ir 
historical  in  character  and  represents  the  Captain  as  he  stood 
on  the  bridge  of  the  Oregon  in  her  pursuit  of  the  Cristobal 
Colon  in  the  tight  off  the  southern  shore  of  Cuba,  when  the 
Spanish  squadron  made  its  unsuccessful  attempt  to  escape* 
from  Santiago  Bay. 

BIRTHPLACE  OF  PR^ESSIDBNT  ARTHUR. 

The  last  Legislature  determined  that  it  was  fitting  that 
Vermont  should  provide  a  memorial  to  mark  the  place  of  the 
birth  in  the  town  of  Fairfield  of  her  illustrious  son,  Chester 
A.  Arthur,  the  twenty-first  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Governor  was  therefore  authorized  to  cause  to  be 
erected  a  memorial  tablet,  with  a  suitable  inscription,  at  the^ 
birthplace  of  President  Arthur,  on  condition  that  good  title 
to  sufficient  land  for  its  erection  could  be  obtained  without 
expense  to  the  State. 

On  account  of  the  failure  to  fulfill  the  condition  that  a 
good  title  to  sufficient  land  be  obtained,  there  was  delay  in- 
contracting  for  the  memorial  tablet.  But  on  August  22d  last 
a  deed  of  a  tract  of  land  fifty  feet  wide  and  extending  from 
the  public  highway  to  the  rear  of  the  location  of  the  Arthur 
house,  was  executed  and  delivered  to  the  State.  The  pur- 
chase price  was  paid  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  P.  B.  B.  North- 
rup,  of  Fairfield. 
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A  contract  was  then  immediately  made  for  a  granite  tablet, 
which  will  be  completed  and  put  in  place  during  the  present 
month  of  October.  Its  cost,  with  an  iron  fence  around  it,  will 
not  exceed  the  appropriation. 

LIBRARIES. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
it  appears  that  there  are  now  in  the  State  eighty-six  towns 
without  library  facilities  except  the  traveling  library  stations 
maintained  by  the  State. 

At  the  session  of  19(K),  by  Act  No.  32,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  annually  for  purchase  of  books  and  equip- 
ment and  one  hundred  dollars  annually  for  labor  of  catalog- 
ing and  other  necessary  labor  was  appropriated  for  the  main- 
tenance of  traveling  libraries. 

With  these  sums  traveling  library  stations  have  been 
established  in  twenty-seven  of  these  towns,  leaving  fifty-nine 
towns  having  no  library  facilities  whatever.  This  work  of 
extending  the  free  use  of  book*  to  the  people  is  invaluable 
and  should  be  continued. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  per- 
forms a  large  amount  of  work  and  should  not  longer  be  asked 
to  do  it  as  a  gratuity  to  the  State,  and  I  also  recommend 
that  the  appropriations  for  traveling  libraries  be  at  least 
doubled. 

PAN  AMERICAN  BKPOSITION. 

At  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  Buffalo  Society  of  Ver- 
monters  that  Vermont  be  represented  at  the  Pan  American 
Exposition,  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  me  and  a  very  large 
number  of  public  spirited  citizens  of  the  State  contributed  a 
fund  for  providing  proper  representation  for  the  State  at  the 
Exposition. 

About  four  thousand  dollars  was  raised  for  this  purpose 
on  the  express  understanding  that  no  reimbursement  should 
be  asked  or  received  from  the  State. 

With  this  sum  Vermont's  equal  share  in  the  New  England 
States'  building  was  paid,  and  a  Vermont  room  wa«  prepared 
and  properly  furnished. 

The  Buffalo  Society  of  Vermonters  provided  a  custodian 
for  the  room  and  it  was  made  a  convenient  and  pleasant  place 
of  meeting  for  Vermonters  and  their  friends  throughout  the 
Exposition. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Bingham,  of  Benning* 
ton,  for  the  good  judgment  and  taste  displayed  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  furnishings  and  their  arrangement  in  this  room. 
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Vennont  Day  was  observed  August  8tb  by  appropriate 
exercises  in  the  Temple  of  Music,  attended  by  the  Governor 
and  Staff,  the  two  United  States  Senators  from  Vermont  and 
many  other  Vermonters. 

DIGEST  OF  VERMONT  RBPORTS. 

Under  the  authority  of  No.  115  of  the  Acts  of  1900,  Hon. 
Seneca  Hazelton  of  Burlington,  and  Hon.  H.  Charles  Royce 
of  the  City  of  St.  Albans,  have  received  and  accepted  appoint- 
ment to  act  with  the  State  Librarian  as  a  Committee  to 
arrange  and  provide  for  the  compilation  and  issue,  in  proper 
and  serviceable  form,  of  a  Digest  of  the  Reported  Decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State. 

This  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  matters 
placed  in  its  charge,  formulated  and  submitted  to  the  Gov- 
ernor for  his  approval  a  general  plan  for  the  prosecution  of 
its  work,  and  the  plan  was  approved. 

According  to  this  plan  the  committee  have  contracted  with 
Robert  Roberts,  Esq.,  of  Burlington,  for  the  publication  and 
delivery  to  the  State  Librarian  for  the  use  of  the  State  of  four 
hundred  copies  of  the  Digest. 

The  copyright  is  to  be  taken  out  in  the  name  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  to  be  the  property  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Roberts  has  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  remaining 
copies  of  the  first  edition  for  his  own  use,  the  price  thereof 
to  the  members  of  the  Vermont  Bar  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars 
a  copy. 

All  copy  to  be  completed  and  sent  to  press  on  or  before 
June  1,  1904. 

suRVDY»aR  general's  papers. 

The  oflSce  of  Surveyor  General  was  created  early  in  the 
history  of  the  State.  The  Assembly  Journal  under  the  date 
of  June  3,  1779,  contains  the  following  resolution  and  record. 

"  Resolved,  That  a  Surveyor  General  be  appointed  to  pro- 
cure copies  of  all  Charters  that  ever  was  made  of  lands  lying 
in  this  State  in  order  to  make  out  one  General  plan  of  this 
State  in  order  to  know  where  vacant  lands  are;  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  follow  the  instructions  he  shall  from  time  to 
time  receive  from  the  Governor  and  Council  or  from  this 
Assembly. 

"The  ballots  being  taken,  Ira  Allen,  Esq^  was  Elected 
Surveyor  General." 

Ira  Allen  continued  in  this  oflfire  until  1787.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  James  Whitelaw  of  Ryegate,  the  veteran  surveyor, 
who  held  the  office  for  many  years.  The  last  Surveyor 
General  was  Ambrose  L.  Brown  of  Rutland. 
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The  office  was  abolished  by  Act  No.  25,  Laws  of  Vermont^ 
1838.  The  Surveyor  General  was  directed  to  deliver  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  the  surveying  instruments  belonging  to- 
the  State  to  be  kept  in  that  office  for  the  use  of  the  State. 

In  the  early  years  this  office  was  very  important.  Many 
valuable  papers  and  records  were  in  its  pofisession,  the  most 
valuable  of  which  were  the  surveys  of  town  lines. 

By  an  Act  passed  October  22, 1782,  it  was  provided  that, — 
"  All  charters  of  lands  within  this  State  whether  granted  by 
this  State  or  any  other  government,  be  sent  to  the  Surveyor 
General's  office  for  record,  that  where  the  original  charters- 
cannot  be  obtained  attested  copies  should  be  received,  and 
that  the  Surveyor  General  is  directed  to  record  all  such 
charters  or  attested  copies  as  aforesaid;  that  the  Surveyor 
General  be  directed  to  proceed  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the 
rising  of  the  next  session  of  this  Assembly  to  perambulate 
the  lines  of  the  towns  in  this  State  by  himself  or  deputies^ 
and  that  they  begin  where  the  respective  charters  begin." 

The  records  of  the  surveys)  of  town  lines  with  the  charts 
or  maps  of  the  towns  filled  ten  volumes. 

On  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Surveyor  General  no  pro- 
vision was  made  for  preserving  the  books  and  records  in  his 
custody.  They  were,  however,  gathered  up  later  by  one 
Henry  Stevens  of  Barnet  and  purchased  by  the  State,  as- 
appears  from  a  report  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the 
Senate  in  1849.  But  they  soon  thereafter  disappeared  and 
have  since  not  been  in  the  possession  of  the  State.  About 
nine  years  ago  they  were  discovered  in  the  State  Library  at 
Albany.  The  State  of  New  York  obtained  them  from  the 
administrator  of  Henry  Stevens  by  purchase. 

Under  joint  resolution  of  the  last  session  the  Governor 
was  authorized  to  procure  either  these  original  papers  or 
duly  authenticated  copies  thereof. 

After  a  number  of  communications  and  conferences  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  whose 
custody  these  papers  were,  entered  into  an  arrangement  to 
return  all  the  papers  in  their  possession  which  belonged  in 
any  way  to  the  Surveyor  General's  office,  thirty-six  volumes 
in  number,  on  the  basis  of  an  exchange  for  certain  Vermont 
books. 

Some  of  these  books  were  in  our  State  Library  in  duplicate 
and  were  furnished  without  expense.  The  more  valuable 
ones,  however,  were  purchased  by  the  Hon.  Hiram  A.  Huse^ 
who  in  the  matter  rendered  valuable  assistance.  Since  then 
Mr.  Huse's  career  of  usefulness  has  closed;  and  this  public- 
servant,  of  sterling  honesty,  rugged  ability,  modest  deport- 
ment and  most  exemplary  fidelity,  has  passed  away. 
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I  recommend  that  the  State  eomiDemorate  in  some  fitting 
way  his  long  and  devoted  service. 

I  have  caused  these  pa/pers  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  with  instructions  that  they  be  properly  preserved, 
rebound  and  made  ready  for  use. 

I  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  mentioning  the  kind 
offices  of  Mr.  James  Russell  Parsons  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the 
University,  and  Mr.  Melvil  Dewey,  Director  of  the  State 
Library  of  New  York,  who  took  the  broad  view  that,  although 
these  papers  were  held  by  New  York  by  purchase,  they  were 
official  documents  of  the  State  of  Vermont  and  in  justice 
should  be  returned  and  kept  within  the  State  where  they 
would  be  of  the  most  service  to  all  concerned. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  by  your  enactment 
these  volumes  be  placed  permanently  in  the  custody  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  that  copies  thereof  duly  certified  by 
that  officer  be  permitted  to  be  used  in  evidence  in  any  Court 
where  they  are  deemed  material. 

BOUNDARY  LINE)  BETWHE7N  VERMONT  AND  NEW  YORK. 

Governor  Odell,  of  New  York,  in  a  communication  under 
date  of  June  27,  1901,  requested  my  co-operation  in  the  re- 
newal of  the  missing  monuments  on  the  State  line  between 
New  York  and  Vermont. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  in  the  year  1790  the  two 
States,  first  through  commissioners  and  later  by  legislation, 
established  the  boundary  line  between  them  as  follows: 

"  Beginning  at  the  northwest  comer  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, thence  westward  along  the  south  boundary  of 
Pownal,  to  the  southwest  corner  thereof,  thence  northerly, 
along  the  western  boundaries  of  the  townships  of  Pownal, 
Bennington,  Shaftsbury,  Arlington,  Sandgate,  Rupert,  Paw- 
let,  Wells  and  Poultney,  as  the  said  townships  are  now  held 
or  possessed,  to  the  river  commonly  called  Poultney  River, 
thence  down  the  same  through  the  middle  of  the  deepest 
channel  thereof,  to  East  Bay,  thence  through  the  middle  of 
the  deepest  channel  of  East  Bay  and  the  waters  thereof,  to 
where  the  same  communicate  with  Lake  Champlain,  thence 
through,  the  middle  of  the  deepest  channel  of  Lake  Oham- 
plain,  to  the  eastward  of  the  Islands  called  the  Four 
Brothers,  and  the  westward  of  the  Islands  called  the  Grand 
Isle  and  Ix)ng  Isle  or  the  Two  Heroes,  and  to  the  westys^ard 
of  the  Isle  La  Mott,  to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north' lati- 
tude/' 

The  line  from  the  northwest  corner  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  Poultney  River,  in  the  above  description,  was 
31  S 
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originally  nuarked  with  permanent  monuments  at  points 
where  its  course  and  direction  changed,  at  important  high- 
ways and  at  town  corners.  These  are  the  monuments  in  ques- 
tion. 

Governor  Odell  transmitted'  to  me  with  his  communication 
a  statement  from  Hon.  Edward  A.  Bond,  State  Engineer  of 
New  York,  in  which  he  says:  "  There  were  originally  thirty- 
three  monuments  placed  to  mark  this  line,  of  which  only  six 
are  in  perfect  condition.  Of  the  remaining  twenty-seven, 
eight  should  be  reset,  six  are  entirely  miseing  and  ten  should 
be  replaced  by  new  and  more  conspicuous  monuments,  and 
the  location  of  three  is  doubtful." 

A  reply  was  immediately  sent  to  Governor  Odell  that  there 
was  no  law  which  enabled  the  Governor  of  this  State  to  act 
in  the  matter- 

I  requested  him)  to  ascertain  from  the  State  lEngineef 
what  would  be  the  probable  cost  of  fixing  the  location  and 
supplying  the  needed  monuments;  to  the  end  that  full  infor- 
mation might  be  obtained  upon  which  you  could  intelligently 
act. 

Mr.  Bond,  to  use  his  own  language,  responded: 

'<  My  understanding  is  that  there  is  no  dispute  in  regard 
to  the  location  of  the  line  between  the  State  of  Vermont  and 
the  State  of  New  York,  but  many  of  the  old  monuments  have 
been  broken  or  heaved  out  of  the  earth  by  action  of  the 
frost,  &c.,  and  that  at  several  places  new  monuments  will 
be  required  and  the  old  ones  straightened  uip.  This  does  not 
necessarily  require  highly  skilled  men,  but  it  needs  to  be 
observed  by  parties  representing  each  State  so  the  proper 
certificate  can  be  made  showing  that  the  new  monuments  are 
in  the  same  location  as  the  old  ones. 

"  I  think  the  total  cost  of  the  work  will  be  f4,000  and  1 
desire  that  each  State  pay  one  half  the  expense  connected 
therewith  including  the  cost  of  new  monuments  and  all  legiti- 
mate expenses  in  connection  with  the  work. 

"  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  that  this  work  be  arranged  at 
the  earliest  date  possible,  as  it  has  been  many  years  since 
this  line  was  overhauled  as  herein  contemplated." 

This  request  of  the  Governor  and  State  Engineer  of  our 
sister  State  seems  reasonable  and  should  be  granted  on  the 
ground  of  state  comity. 

Besides,  both  States  are  equally  interested  to  have  the 
old  boundary  maintained  and  marked  by  suitable  monuments 
in  order  to  prevent,  in  the  future,  any  jurisdictional  or  other 
complications.

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in  the  hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  pursuance  of  a  joint  reso- 
lution, which  was  read  by  the  clerk,  and  is  a  follows: 

"  Resohed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa4;wes,  That 
the  two  Houses  meet  in  Joint  Assembly  on  Friday,  October 
3d,  at  ten  o'clock  and  thirty  minutes  in  the  forenoon,  to  re- 
ceive the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  notify  the 
Governor  elect  of  his  election,  present  him  to  the  bar  of  the 
House  to  receive  the  oath  of  office,  and  hear  any  communica- 
tion which  he  may  have  to  make." 

His  Honor,  Martin  F.  Allen,  President  of  the  Senate,  in 
the  chair. 

Frederick  G.  Fleetwood,  Secretary  of  State,  clerk. 

Senator  Emery,  of  Oranjofe  county,  moved  that  the  chair 
appoint  a  committee  of  two  Senators  and  three  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  elect 
and  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  that  the  Joint  Assembly 
is  in  sessdon  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may 
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be   disposed   to   make,   which   wasi  agreed   to.     The    chair 
appointed  as  such  committee, 

Senator  Emery,  of  Orange  county, 
"       Sutton,  of  Chittenden  county, 
Mr.  Fowler,  of  Manchester, 
"    McFeeters,  of  Enosburgh, 
"    Bailey,  of  Newbury. 

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  the  bar  of 
the  Joint  Assembly,  accompanied  by  the  Grovernor  elect,  and 
announced  that  they  had  fulfilled  the  duties  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  that  the  Governor  elect  accepted  the  office  to  which 
he  had  been  elected,  and  that  he  then  proposed  to  receive 
and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  duly  administered  by  the  Hon- 
orable John  H.  Watson,  Assooiate  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Vermont  and  was  subscribed  to  by  His  Excellency. 

The  Governor  was  then  presented  to  the  Joint  Assembly^ 
and  delivered  the  following  message: 

Message* 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

We  have  come  together  in  obedience  to  the  requirements, 
of  the  Constitution.  This  Government  is,  however,  essen- 
tially a  people's  Government.  In  Vermont  the  Governor  is 
the  titular  head  of  the  State.  He  is  expected  to  represent 
her  at  public  functions.  His  duties,  unless,  in  some  great 
national  crisis  or  convulsion,  are  neither  many  nor  arduous. 

In  Vermont,  too,  we  are  fortunate  that  the  powers  of  the 
Legislature  itself,  the  law  making  department  of  erery  repre- 
sentative government,  are  only  called  into  exercise  in  the 
mildest  degree. 

The  people  govern  themselves. 

A  State  whose  citizens  have  mastered  the  probl^nn  of  self- 
government  is  best  governed  when  least  governed. 

From  its  first  settlement,  through  the  stormy  period  of  its 
Colonial  life,  during  the  Revolutionary  era,  as  an  independent 
Republic  for  thirteen  years,  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union 
for  over  a  century,  Vermont  has  been  educated  in  a  school  of 
self-reliant  manhood.  That  the  majority  should  rule,  that 
the  rights  of  the  minority  must  not  be  infringed,  that  liberty 
regulated  by  law  must  prevail,  are  the  lessons  that  have  been 
so  well  learned  by  the  citizens  of  Vermont  as  to  be,  and  have 
become,  a  part  of  their  very  being.

The  civilization  of  thia  people  that  had  its  origin  in  Lower 
<Termany  centuries  ago,  that  crossed  the  Channel  and 
sprouted  and  grew  slowly  with  the  ages  amid  and  against 
counftless  obstacles  from  within  and  without  on  the  British 
Isles,  that  budded  at  Hastings  and  Runnymede,  at  Lewes  and 
Naseby,  that  blossomed  at  Bunker  Hill  and  Bennington  and 
Yorktown,  at  Gettysburg  and  Appomattox,  needs  no  guiding 
hand  to  instruct  its  subjects  in  the  matters  best  suited  for 
their  welfare  and  government. 

Your  ancestors  who  founded  this  little  mountain  common- 
wealth struck  off  your  first  Constitution  in  1777  in  the  midst 
of  war,  and  with  the  enemy  upon  your  borders  declared  Ver- 
mont a  "  free  and  independent  State."  And  under  its  rule, 
and  as  revised  in  1786,  for  thirteen  years  maintained  an  inde- 
pendent existence;  and  after  admission  into  the  Federal 
Union  established  the  Constitution  of  1793,  under  whose 
beneficent  provisions,  and  the  amendments  from  time  to  time 
adopted,  you  and  your  ancestors  for  over  a  century  have 
enjoyed  the  blessings  of  free  government;  and,  so  far  as 
human  wisdom  can  foresee,  you  and  your  posterity  will  con- 
tinue for  other  centuries  to  enjoy  the  multiplied  and  multiply- 
ing blessings  of  even  a  freer  government. 

The  very  conservative  method,  too,  providing  for  its 
amendment  insures  against  any  hasty  innovation  from  popu- 
lar impulse,  and  assures  that  liberty  regulated  by  law  shall 
continue  to  be  the  rule  of  Anglo-Saxon  development. 

The  provision  of  the  National  Constitution  that  requires 
for  its  aniondTnonr  \ho  (•(•ncnrn^nco  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Houses  of  Congress,  or  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  then 
the  subsequent  ratification  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  has 
received  the  highest  encomiums  of  modern  political  philos- 
ophers as  one  of  the  wisest  guarantees  of  good  government. 

The  provision  in  our  Constitution  is  equally,  if  not  more, 
conservative  and  yet  in  practical  working  there  is  little  differ- 
•ence. 

These  provisions  insure  solidity  and  security,  and,  as  is 
well  said,  these  are  the  most  vital  attributes  of  a  fundamental 
law. 

Our  town  system  existed  before  the  State.  It  is  the  inher- 
itance and  the  gi-owth  of  the  ages  of  Anglo-Saxon  uplifting. 
It  was  sdmply  recognized  in  our  Constitution. 

These  republics  in  one  form  or  other  have  always  had 
their  Legislatures.  In  their  annual  March  meetings,  or  at 
other  sessions  regularly  called,  they  select  their  rulers  for  the 
year  and  discuss  all  public  questions  and  decide  what  is  for 
the  best  good  of  the  community  and  the  State;  and  that  judg- 
ment expressed  at  the  general  election,  is  reflected  in.  the 
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persons  of  the  two  hundred  and  forty-six  Bepresentatives 
standing  for  these  little  republics  and  in  the  persons  of  the 
thirty  Senators  representing  the  counties. 

The  duty  and  the  responsibility  of  any  needed  legislation 
rests  almost  wholly  on  you;  the  function  of  the  Executive 
being  advisory. 

The  retiring  message  of  my  predecessor,  delivered  yester- 
day, is  so  full  and  exhaustive  and  gives  sueh  a  comprehensive 
review  of  the  affairs  of  the  State  for  the  past  two  years^ 
accompanying  the  same  with  most  valuable  suggestions,  that 
it  only  remains  for  the  present  Executive  to  add  his  recom- 
mendation to  the  General  Assembly  to  give  these  suggestions 
their  most  careful  consideration. 

The  reports  of  the  various  State  officers  and  of  the  boards 
of  trustees  and  superintendents  of  the  State  institutions 
furnish  you  with  full  information  upon  which  to  exercise  your 
intelligent  judgment  in  formulating  such  wise  and  prudent 
legislative  action  as  the  requirements  of  these  different  insti- 
tutions and  departments  demand. 

While  keeping  your  appropriations  safely  within  your 
revenues,  I  bespeak  for  all  the  State  institutions,  for  your 
whole  educational  system,  your  common  schools,  your  nor- 
mal schools,  your  colleges  and  universities,  your  libraries^ 
for  your  Soldiers'  Home,  your  Boards  of  Agriculture  and 
Health,  for  your  Insane  Asylum,  your  Industrial  School,  your 
House  of  Correction,  your  State  Prison,  just  and  liberal  treat- 
ment. 

Wisely  and  generously  administered,  such  institutions  are 
the  best  evidence  of  an  advance  and  advancing  civilization. 

TE3MPBRANCB  LD6ISLATI0N. 

The  verdict  of  the  freemen  of  the  State  on  September  2d 
last  was  in  favor  of  the  General  Assembly  framing  a  local 
option  and  high  license  law  and  submitting  the  same  to  the 
people  for  their  adoption  or  rejection. 

This  duty  will  require  the  very  best  efforts  and  the  most 
intelligent  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly. 

For  fifty  years  prohibition  has  been  the  policy  of  the  State. 

The  mandate  comes  up  now  from  the  people  to  their  legis- 
lators commanding  them  to  formulate  and  to  submit  to  them 
for  their  decision  some  other  system. 

This  is  the  Anglo-Saxon,  the  American  method.  It  is  the 
rule  of  the  majority. 

And  primarily,  on  this  subject,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  all  sumptuary  legislation  must  be  supported  by  public 
sentiment  to  be  effectual. 
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In  framing  a  statute  the  General  Assembly  will  have  the 
benefit  of  the  legislaton  on  the  subject  of  eight  or  ten  of 
the  other  States.     Experience  is  the  very  best  guide. 

In  every  State  the  difficulties  arising,  from  the  United 
States  internal  revenue  laws,  from  the  freedom  of  inter- 
state commerce  guaranteed  by  the  National  Constitution, 
and  from  the  medicinal  and  industrial  demand  for  alcohol, 
will  always  embarrass  the  enforcement  of  any  law. 

Different  States  and  different  parts  of  the  same  State  may 
require  different  treatment.  Unlike  most  of  the  States,  Ver- 
mont has  few  manufacturing  centres  or  large  municipalities; 
the  great  majority  of  her  towns  are  rural  and  agricultural. 

Massachusetts  is  more  nearly  similar  to  Vermont  than  any 
other  State,  and  from  her  legislation  probably  more  valuable 
suggestions  will  be  derived  than  from  any  other  source. 

But  in  the  legislation  of  no  one  State,  only,  should  we  look 
for  the  best  and  wisest  provisions,  and  those  most  suitable 
to  the  circumstances  of  our  people. 

In  any  local  option  or  license  system,  it  is  worthy  of 
consideration  whether  the  vote  on  License  or  No  License 
should  be  taken  in  any  town  or  municipality  oftener  than 
once  in  three  or  five  years;  whether  it  should  not  be  taken  at 
elections  specially  called  for  that  purpose  and  not  at  any 
regular  election,  State  or  local ;  whether  if  License  be  voted, 
it  would  not  be  wise  to  require  the  petition  of  a  majority  of 
the  property  holders  in  any  block  or  square  of  a  municipality 
before  issuing  a  license;  whether  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  any  town  or  sub-division  of  a  city  should  not  be 
allowed  to  remonstrate  against  licensing  or  continuing  the 
license  of  a  specified  person;  whether  any  license  should  be 
granted  for  more  than  a  jeajr;  whether  the  number  of  licenses 
where  authorized  should  not  be  limited  to  one  for  every  1,000 
inhabitants,  and  prohibited  within  a  limited  distance  of  any 
church,  school  house,  theatre,  opera  house,  public  building, 
park  or  other  public  place;  whether  all  licensees  should  not  be 
required  to  give  ample  bonds,  and  every  applicant  for  a 
license  furnish  evidence  of  citizenship  and  good  character. 

As  to  the  licensing  body  or  authorities,  it  has  been  well 
said  that  judicial  purity  and  reputation  for  purity  are  far 
more  important  than  discreet  licensing. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  courts  and  judges 
should  be  kept  as  far  removed  from  politics  as  possible. 

This  matter  of  licensing,  therefore,  should  be  entrusted  to 
some  other  department  or  to  boards  specially  raised  up  for 
that  purpose,  and  which  boards  should  have  stability  and 
independence. 

There  should  be  several  grades  of  license  fees  depending 
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on  the  size  and  papulation  of  the  towns  or  cities;  and  the 
traffic  should  be  made  to  raise  large  revenues  for  both  the 
State  and  the  towns  or  municipalities. 

Every  licensee  should  be  restricted  from  selling  to  minors 
or  intoxicated  persons,  or  on  Sundays,  election  days,  or  any 
legal  holidays,  nor  should  he  be  allowed  to  furnish  musical 
entertainment  of  any  kind  or  billiards  or  cards  or  any  game 
whatever;  and  the  place  should  be  wide  open  to  inspection 
from  the  street  or  highway,  and  the  hours  should  be  strictly 
limited,  and  the  shorter  the  better,  provided  public  sentiment 
supports  these  restrictions. 

If  druggists'  licenses  are  to  be  granted  at  all,  they  should 
be  entrusted  only  to  registered  pharmacists  who  should  be 
authorized  to  sell  only  in  small  quantities  and  only  on  the 
written  prescription  of  a  physician  not  interested  in  the  store. 

These  suggestions,  gathered  from  many  sources,  may  be 
of  some  value  in  formulating  a  proper  statute  to  be  submitted 
to  the  people  for  their  adoption  or  rejection. 

PBIMAiRy  ELECTION  liAW. 

Many  of  the  other  States  have  such  laws,  and  the  enact- 
ment of  a  similar  statute  by  Vermont  would  tend  to  secure 
purity  in  nominations. 

The  caucus  should  be  surrounded  by  the  same  safe-guards 
as  the  election.  The  primary  election  should  be  held  on  tbn 
same  day  and  hour  throughout  the  State;  check  lists  should 
be  provided;  the  choice  should  be  by  ballot;  and  all  the  pre- 
cautions of  the  general  election  law  should  be  extended  to 
the  primary  election. 

GOOD  ROADa.  • 

In  view  of  the  agitation  on  this  subject  for  the  past  ten 
years  or  more  in  this  country,  and  of  the  advanced  action 
taken  in  many  of  the  States,  and  of  what  has  already  been 
done  in  this  State,  it  cannot  be  necessary  for  me  at  any  length 
to  urge  consideration  and  action  on  your  part. 

Nothing  can  add  more  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State^,  noth- 
ing can  serve  to  lift  farm  values  so  materially,  nothing  can 
bring  summer  tourists  and  residents  to  settle  and  beautify 
and  enrich  our  valleys  so  much  as  permanent  road  building. 

I  would  not  only  urge  the  continuance  of  the  present  State 
tax,  but  I  would  advise  an  increase  of  the  same,  and  even 
more  liberal  treatment. 

And  in  this  connection,  and  as  a  corollary,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  State  begin  a  system  of  elimination  of  grade 
crossings  of  both  steam  and  electric  roads  and  the  highways. 

The  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York  furnish  desir- 
able methods.     Proceed  slowly,  but  make  a  beginning. 
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It  seems  to  me,  without  unjustly  or  improperly  burdening 
any  interest,  that  all  the  expenses  of  the  State  government 
"Can  be  raised  by  indirect  taxation,  and  relieve  real  estate 
entirely,  and  I  commend  this  subject  to  the  intelligent  con- 
sideration of  the  Legislature. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  the  hope  and  the  ex- 
pectation, that  you  will  prosecute  your  legislative  labors  with 
sAl  diligence,  and  that  the  results  may  be  the  passage  of  a 
few  wise  and  well  considered  measures  redounding  to  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State  whose  best  interests  we 
sxe  all  anxious  to  promote.

"  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That 
the  two  houses  meet  in  Joint  Assembly  in  the  hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  15th  day  of  October,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  election  of  a  Senator  of  the  United  States,  for  the  State 
of  Vermont,  for  the  full  term  of  six  years,  from  and  including 
the  fourth  day  of  March  A.  D.  1903,  as  required  by  section  15, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States."

490  JOURNAL  OF  THE  JOINT  ASSEMBLY. 


That  portion  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate  for  October  14^ 
1902,  relating  to  the  election  of  United  States  Senator  hav- 
ing been  read  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Farnsworth,  and  that 
portion  of  the  journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
same  date,  relating  to  the  election  of  United  States  Senator^ 
having  been  read  by  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Oheney,  and  it  appearing 
therefrom,  that  William  P.  Dillingham  of  Waterbury  had  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  both  houses,  he 
was  declared  duly  elected  a  Senator  from  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont to  represent  said  State  in  Congress  for  the  full  term  of 
six  years,  commencing  the  fourth  day  of  March  A.  D.  1903, 

Senator  Phelps  of  Washington  county  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee of  two  Senators  and  three  Representatives  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  Senator  Dillingham,  notify 
him  of  his  election  and  conduct  him  to  the  Joint  Assembly, 
which  was  agreed  to.  The  chair  appointed  as  such  com* 
mittee. 

Senator  Phelps  of  Washington  county, 
"         Sutton  of  Chittenden  county, 
Mr.   Wells  of  Waterbury,

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  the  bar  of 
the  House  accompanied  by  Hon.  Wm.  P.  Dillingham,  who  was 
presented  by  the  President  and  thereupon  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing address: 

Address  of  Senator  Dillingham* 

Mr.  President  and  Otntlemen  of  the  Jomt  Assembly: 

When  two  years  ago  I  was  selected  to  serve  out  the  unex- 
pired term-  of  the  late  Senator  Justin  S.  Morrill,  the  man 
whom  Vermont  loved  and  honored,  and  who  was  for  nearly 
half  a  century  her  faithful  servant,  I  keenly  realized  the 
impossibility  of  filling  his  place,  and  the  difficulty  there  would 
be  in  making  any  appreciable  progress  in  that  direction. 
Today  1  realize  it  more  than  ever.  Mr.  Morrill's  career  in  the 
public  service  is  unsurpassed  in  many  respects  by  that  of  any 
other  man  in  the  history  of  our  government.  When  you 
remember  that  he  began  this  service  with  the  birth  of  the 
Republican  party;  that  he  was  one  of  its  founders,  and  during 
all  the  years  of  his  after-life  one  of  its  distinguished  leaders 
and  devoted  servants;  that  during  the  period  of  our  marvel- 
ous development  as  a  nation  since  the  close  of  the  civil  war 
nearly  every  great  piece  of  legislation  which  has  ministered 
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to  our  growth  in  wealth  and  power,  our  prosperity  as  a  people 
or  our  grandeur  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  has  borne  the  im- 
press of  his  constructive  miud — when  you  remember  this,  I 
say,  you  will  realize  what  one  undertakes  who  succeeds  him 
in  official  position. 

It  was  in  connection  with  the  tariff  measure  which  bore 
his  name,  and  which  ministered  so  powerfully  in  developing 
the  industries  of  the  United  States  and  providing  revenues 
to  support  our  armies  in  the  great  struggle  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Union,  that  he  first  showed  his  marked  ability^ 
and  became  an  authority  upon  all  financial  and  economic  ques- 
tions. To  realize  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  his  work 
you  must  recall  the  fact  that  the  contest  was  between  two 
great  sections  of  a  great  people  of  Anglo-Saxon  blood,  of  rare 
intelligence  and  magnificent  courage,  and  that  the  struggle 
covered  an  area  larger,  if  you  except  Russia,  than  the  whole 
of  Europe;  that  it  had  in  its  opposing  armies  the  manihood  of 
America,  larger  dn  number  than  the  entire  population  of  the 
colonies  at  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution;  that  the 
army  of  the  dead*  exceeded  in  number  a  third  of  a  million  of 
men;  and  that  the  annual  expense  of  the  Department  of  War 
alone,  for  which  provision  had  to  be  made  by  Congress,  was 
almost  beyond  computation,  exceeding  in  amount  the  com- 
bined capital  of  all  the  national  banks  now  in  operation  in 
the  United  States.  It  was  on  the  eve  of  this  great  conflict 
that  Mr.  Morrill  devised  and  introduced  his  revenue  meaaure,. 
the  first  of  that  series  of  great  revenue  measures  which  have 
served  the  people  of  the  nation  sin-ce  the  appearance  of  the 
Republican  party  as  a  national  organization  in  1856.  It  was 
this  measure  which  in  large  part  furnished  the  sinews  of  war 
in  that  mighty  conflict,  and  it  was  his  genius  as  well  that 
enabled  the  sub-committee,  of  which  he  wad  chairman,  to 
formulate  that  piece  of  war  legislation,  the  Internal  Revenue 
Act,  which  has  been  pronounced  by  legislators  of  world  wide 
fame  the  most  perfect  system  for  raising  revenue  in  a  great 
crisis  that  has  ever  been  devised  in  any  nation.  When  you 
read  the  history  of  our  national  legislation  from  that  time  to 
this,  you  will  find  that  w^herein  it  touches  the  important  ques- 
tions  of  finance,  of  revenue,  or  the  development  of  American 
industry  in  any  of  its  branches,  the  impress  of  his  hand  is- 
found;  and  that  for  the  great  industrial  prosperity  which  pre- 
vails throughout  our  borders  today  the  people  are  more  than 
to  any  other  one  statesman  indebted  to  Justin  S.  Morrill,  and 
have  reason  to  cherish  his  memory  in  grateful  hearts. 

It  was  not  alone  in  the  line  of  work  already  indicated  that 
Mr.  Morrill  was  great.  As  a  result  of  his  wide  reading,  hi» 
keen  observation  and  his  habit  of  thought,  he  became  a  man 
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of  broad  views  and  of  refined  tastes.  In  general  cnltnre  he 
excelled,  and  it  was  one  of  the  cherished  objects  of  his  life  to 
adopt  measures  calculated  to  make  the  nation  great  in  schol- 
arship and  in  art,  as  well  as  in  wealth  and  in  power.  Even 
before  the  civil  war  he  had  introdliced  and  successfully  carrie<l 
through  both  branches  of  Congress  his  measure  to  found  in 
every  State  a  college  for  industrial  and  scientific  instruction, 
the  necessary  funds  for  their  establishment  and  maintenance 
to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  public  lands  granted  to  the 
States  for  that  purpose.  Although  this  act  was  vetoed  by 
President  Buchanan,  he  was  not  discouraged,  and  after  the 
election  of  President  Lincoln  he  again  introduced  the 
measure,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  it  become  a  law. 
Under  the  operation  there  have  been  established  nearly  a 
half  hundi*ed  institutions,  in  which  there  are  employed  more 
than  a  half  thousand  scientific  men  and  instructors,  and  in 
which  there  are  thousands  of  aspiring  young  men  who  are 
preparing  themselves,  not  only  to  become  intelligent  and 
valued  citizens,  but  for  eminence  in  their  chosen  work. 

It  was  also  largely  through  his  influence  that  after  the 
enlargement  of  the  Capitol  building  the  old  hall  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  was  set  apart  for  a  statuary  hall,  and  that 
in  this  place,  so  associated  with  the  history  of  the  nation  and 
so  suggestive  of  our  marvelous  development,  may  now  be 
found  memorials  in  marble  of  statesmen  who,  as  founders  of 
States  and  Nation,  have  earned  imperishable  fame,  and  with 
them  memorials  of  warriors  who,  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
Nation's  honor  and  perpetuity,  will  be  remembered  as  long  as 
history  runs;  and  there  they  will  remain,  a  silent  but  ywtent 
educational  influence  upon  the  coming  generations. 

It  was  also  Mr.  Morrill's  cultivated  taste  and  his  desire  to 
make  the  National  Capital  the  most  beautiful  city  in  the 
world,  that,  more  than  any  other  one  influence,  led  to  the 
erection  of  that  noble  structure,  the  Oongreseional  Library 
building.  It  is  magnificent  in  its  proportions  and  wonderful 
in  its  details,  so  wonderful  that  those  who  have  traveled  the 
world  over  visit  and  revisit  it  with  in-creasing  admiration  and 
pleasure.  Its  erection  marks  the  beginning  of  a  great  ad- 
vance in  the  character  of  the  architecture  of  our  public  build- 
ings; it  has  set  a  standard  of  excellence  which  will  inspire 
architects  and  artists  to  noble  work,  and  the  influence  of 
which  will  give  a  higher  character  to  the  architecture  of  the 
future,  not  only  in  the  Nation's  Capital,  but  in  all  the  cities  in 
our  land. 

And  so  I  say  that  in  following  a  man  with  such  a  record 
as  Senator  Morrill  was  able  to  leave  one  cannot  hope  to 
reach  his  high  standard  of  excellence  or  achievement,  nor  to 
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approach  it.    The  most  that  any  successor  can  do  is  to  imitate 
him  in  his  devotion  to  principle,  his  devotion  to  the  interests . 
of  his  State  and  his  Nation,  and  to  bring  to  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  this  great  oflSce  his  best  efforts.     Such  efforts, 
gentlemen,  1  pledge  you  today. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  at  this  time  to  refer  to  one 
subject  of  legislation,  if  such  it  may  be  called,  now  pending 
in  the  Senate,  upon  which  I  have  been  obliged  to  take  action 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections. 
I  refer  to  the  movement  which  has  gained  strong  headway 
in  the  extreme  Western  and  many  of  the  Southern  States  of 
the  Union  to  secure  the  election  of  United  States  Senators 
by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people,  rather  than  by  the  Legislatures . 
of  the  several  States.  The  fact  that  you  have  just  completed 
an  election  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  as  they 
have  existed  since  the  adoption  of  that  instrument,  and  the 
further  fact  that  the  question  of  the  change  is  sure  to  chal- 
lenge public  attention  and  perhaps  demand  your  aetion,  war- 
rant me  in  communicating  to  you  my  position  and  my  reasons 
for  assuming  it. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  to  all  that  af t^r  the 
close  of  the  revolutionary  war,  and  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
the  constitution,  there  had  existed  a  federation  of  the  States 
the  efficacy  of  which  depended  either  upon  the  good  faith  of 
each  individual  State  or  in  an.  aippeal  to  arms-.  Its  weaknese 
was  that  the  parties  to  the  compact  were  political  govern- 
ments, sovereign  in  their  powers,  and  in  it  the  people  had  no 
direct  representation.  Moreover,  it  lacked  the  essential  ele- 
ments of  government  in  that  it  had?  no  executive  head  to 
direct  and  no  judiciary  to  enforce  any  of  its  decrees.  When 
the  constitutional  convention  convened  the  necessity  for  a 
strong,  general  government  was  more  than  apparent  to  all. 
To  a  large  majority  of  the  nation  builders  constituting  that 
great  historical  body  (and  greater  builders  were  never 
developed  in  any  nation  or  in  any  age)  it  became  evident  that 
such  a  government  was  a  necessity  if  the  liberties  of  the 
people  achieved  by  war  were  to  be  preserved;  that  it  should 
be  a  government  of  specified  delegated  x>owers,  and  in 
respect  of  those  delegated  powers  its  executive,  its  legislative 
and  its  judiciary  should  be  supreme. 

It  was  early  determined  that  Congress  should  consist  of 
two  branches,  but  whether  the  basis  of  the  representation 
should  be  the  same  in  both,  and  whether  such  basis  should  be 
equal  representation  of  the  several  States,  as  States,  or 
whether  such  representation  should  be  upon  a  popular  basis 
and  proportionate  to  the  population  of  the  several  States 
was  a  question  requiring  discussion.    The  Federalists,  jealous; 
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of  the  aovereign  power  of  the  8tate»,  favored  representation 
selected  by  the  Legislatures,  while  the  Nationalists  insi&ted 
that  if  the  government  was  to  embrace  the  political  rights 
and  privileges  of  all,  a  direct  representation  of  all  the  peoplo 
in  some  form  and  to  some  extent  would  be  required.  There 
was  little  difficulty  in  determining  that  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives should  consist  of  members  elected  directly  by 
the  people  and  apportioned  according  to  the  population  of  the 
States,  and  that  the  elections  should  be  frequent.  In  other 
words,  it  should  represent  the  latest  thought  of  the  voters  of 
the  nation.  But  when  the  convention  came  to  consider  the 
formation  of  the  Senate,  they  realized  that  it  was  neither  wise 
nor  possible  to  abolish  State  governments,  and  there  was  no 
difficulty  in  determining  that  the  State  as  political  organiza- 
tions should  have  part  in  the  legislative  department  of  the 
government,  and  that  the  Senate  should  represent  the  sover- 
eignty of  the  States;  that  the  members  of  that  body,  instead 
of  being  selected  for  short  terms  by  the  people  at  large, 
should  be  chosen  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States; 
that  they  should  in  a  particular  sense  represent  the  reserved 
powers  of  the  States,  the  residuary  sovereign  powers  of  the 
individual  States;  that  this  was"  the  only  method  of  effectually 
defending  them  against  encroachments.  So  strong  was  the 
desire  of  all  to  preserve  in  the  States  all  powers  not  delegated 
to  the  United  States  that  the  provisions  requiring  Senators 
to  be  selected  by  the  legislators  of  the  States  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote.  The  result  was  the  establishment  of 
a  strong  government  in  which  the  people  are  represented  both 
directly  and  through  State  Legislature  selected  by  them. 

But  when  the  convention  came  to  determine  what  the  ratio 
of  representation  in  the  Senate  should  be  there  occurred  a 
battle  royal  between  the  delegates  representing  the  more 
populous  States  and  those  representing  the  smaller  ones.  It 
was  a  severe  test  of  the  patriotism  and  disinterestedness  of 
the  membership  of  the  convention.  The  larger  States  de- 
manded proportionate  representation  in  the  Senate  as  well 
as  in  the  House,  and  that  it  should  be  based  upon  the  popu- 
lation of  the  States  rather  than  upon  their  sovereignty  and 
individual  character.  The  smaller  States  absolutely  refused 
to  come  into  the  Union  upon  such  a  basis,  believing  that  if 
they  did  their  individuality  would  be  swept  away.  The  com- 
mittee having  the  question  under  consideration  favored  the 
claim  of  the  large  States,  and  reported  in  favor  of  adopting 
the  same  ratio  of  representation  in  both  branches. 

The  smaller  States  fought  a  good  fight.  The  question  to 
be  determined  was  clean-cut  and  all  important;  the  debate 
was  protracted  and  earnest,  and  proceeded  to  a  point  where 
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Relegates  from  some  of  the  smaller  States  declared  that  the 
adoption  of  equal  representation  was  the  only  condition  upon 
which  they  would  come  into  the  Union.  The  vote  upon  this 
vital  question  dict^losed  that  five  States  favored  and  five  op- 
posed it,  that  the  vote  of  one  State  was  divided,  and  it  re- 
sulted in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  conference,  of 
which  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin  was  a  member.  It  was  through 
hi*  memorable  concession  to  the  claim  of  the  small  States 
that  the  convention  finally  determined  that  the  representa- 
tion of  each  State  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  should 
be  equal  with  that  of  every  other  State,  regardless  of  the 
population  of  the  several  States, 

The  result  of  this  action  is  that  you  have  a  general  govern- 
ment, supreme  in  respect  of  those  powers  delegated  to  it  by 
the  several  States,  and  in  the  legislat^?'e  branch  of  which  the 
I)eople  are  directly  represented  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives upon  a  proportionate  basis,  and,  through  their  respec- 
tive Legislatures,  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  upon  the 
basis  of  the  equality  of  the  States.  It  is  a  government  of 
compounded  elements,  partaking  both  of  national  and  federal 
character,  and  founded  upon  a  combination  of  proportional 
and  equal  representation.  It  follows  that  no  legislation  can 
be  adopted  which  has  not  received  the  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  people  and  a  majority  of  the  States. 

My  reason  for  calling  attention  to  this  matter  is  that 
during  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  House  of  Representa 
tives  (which,  with  the  Senate,  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
each  body  submit  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  for  ratifi- 
cation proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution)  substanti- 
ally without  debate,  without  any  considerable  consideration 
of  the  subject,  adopted  a  resolution  proposing  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States-  providing  for  the 
election  of  United  States  Senators  by  the  people,  and  sent  it 
to  the  Senate  for  its  concurrence.  No  sooner  was  this  resolu- 
tion placed  upon  the  calendar  of  the  Senate  than  Mr.  Penrose, 
a  Senator  from  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania,  offered  an 
amendment  providing  that  the  number  of  Senators  from  each 
State  should  be  based  upon  the  proportionate  population  of 
each  State — a  proposition  which  if  adopted  would,  if  Vermont 
is  to  retain  two  senators,  give  to  all  of  the  larger  States  an 
Increased  number  proportionate  to  their  population,  reducing 
the  ratio  of  Vermont's  strength  as  a  State  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  to  what  it  now  is  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  proposition  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  the 
Penrose  amendment,  came  before  the  Committee  on  Privi- 
leges   and    Elections,    the    membership    of    which    includes 
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gentlemen  of  great  eminence  and  experience,  and  among: 
whom  is  that  profound  constitutional  lawyer,  Senator  Georsje 
F.  Hoar,  of  Massachusetts.  A  majority,  I  think,  of  the  com- 
mittee were  opposed  to  such  a  radical  chajige  in  the  structure 
and  character  of  our  government  as  was  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  those  who,  like  myself,  repre- 
sented small  States  of  the  Union,  saw  in  the  proposed  change 
the  beginning  of  a  movement  which  boded  nothing  but  ill  for 
their  constituents,  and  believed  that  the  time  might  come 
when,  if  the  proposition  was  adopted,  a  great  evil  and  irrepar- 
able disaster  might  attend  the  liberties  and  the  rights  of  the 
inhabitants  of  their  States.  And  remembering  that  it  was 
only  by  the  earnest  and  determined  struggle  of  the  weaker 
States  that  equal  representation  was  secured  for  them  in  the 
Senate,  1  felt  not  onfV  warranted  but  compelled  to  oppose 
both  the  original  proposition  and  the  Penrose  aniendment. 

Upon  the  question  whether  the  results  would  be  better  if 
Senators  were  to  be  selected  directly  by  the  people  rather 
than  by  them  through  their  representatives  in  the  State  Legis- 
latures, 1  express  no  opinion ;  I  do  not  care  to  discuss  it.  The- 
precise  danger,  however,  to  which  I  desire  to  call  your  atten- 
tion is  this :  That  the  time  may  come,  and  it  may  not  be  far 
distant,  when  the  constitutional  rights,  now  secured  to  Ver- 
mont and  to  others  of  the  smaller  States,  may  be  swept  away. 
The  House  proposition  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  larger  move- 
ment. I  am  not  forgetful  of  the  fact  that  the  brave  men  rep- 
resenting the  smaller  States  not  only  secured  equal  repre- 
sentation in  the  Senate  but  also  a  guaranty  that,  whatever 
other  amendments  might  be  adopted  to  the  constitution,  no 
State  should  without  its  consent  be  deprived  of  its  equal 
suffrage  in  the  Senate.  But  when  the  Penrose  amendment 
was  under  consideration  Senators,  from  other  large  States- 
announced  that,  should  the  Constitution  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  the  election  of  Senators  directly  by  the  people, 
they  should,  regardless  of  the  restricted  clause  already  men- 
tioned, feel  compelled  to  support  the  further  proposition  to 
have  the  basis  of  represen/tation  made  proportionate  rather 
than  equal.     It  is  in  such  a  movement  that  our  danger  lies. 

Those  favoring  this  movement  refer  to  that  other  clause 
in  the  Constitution,  that  "  Congress  ♦  ♦  *  on  application 
of  the  Legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  several  States  shall 
call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments,"  and  strongly 
intimate  that  such  convention  would  have  i)ower  to  adopt, 
subject  to  the  r«atification  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  a 
new  constitution.  In  this  intimation  you  face  a  great  danger. 
Assume,  if  you  please,  that  such  a  convention  is  called,  and 


I  that  it  may  be  called  is  not  improbable  if  one  may  judge  by

the  indications  last  winter,  and  that  in  it  are  represented  all 
the  people  of  the  United  States  as  well  as  all  the  States  of 
the  United  States.  Assume,  also,  that  it  is  considered  by  the 
convention  that  it  has  power  to  ignore  the  restrictive  clause 
guaranteeing  equal  representation  to  the  States  in  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  thereupon  proceeds  in  viola- 
tion of  it  to  take  action  which  changes  not  only  the  character 
but  the  ratio  of  the  representation  of  the  States  in  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States.  What  would  be  the  result?  Will  the 
Supreme  Court  say  that  the  action  of  such  a  convention,  if 
ratified  by  the  required  number  of  States,  does  not  become  the 
fundamental  law  of  the  nation?  Will  the  court  refuse  to 
sanction  it  and  say  that  the  restrictive  clause  must  be  main- 
tained in  its  integrity  through  all  the  future  ages? 

I  express  no  opinion  upon  this  subject.  My  purpose  is  to 
direct  your  attention  to  the  danger  it  contains.  But  I  say 
to  you  that,  in  most  careful  conversations  with  men  who 
have  been  in  the  Senate  from  twenty  to  thirty  years,  some 
of  them  the  most  profound  constitutional  lawyers  of  the 
nation,  strong  expressions  of  fear  have  been  uttered  that 
such  action  might  be  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is 
hard  to  believe  it,  but  men  far  wiser  than  myself,  more 
experienced  and  more  profound  in  their  knowledge  of  consti- 
tutional law,  express  the  gravest  possible  fear  that  the 
change,  if  made,  would  be  upheld. 

In  the  position  1  assumed  in  opposing  any  change  what- 
ever in  the  Constitution  as  it  now  stands,  I  believed  that  I 
was  representing  the  best  interests  of  Vermont;  that  no  step 
whatever  should  be  taken  leading  in  the  direction  of  such  a 
proposition  as  that  offered  by  Senator  Penrose,  which,  if 
adopted,  would  be  an  overwhelming  disaster,  not  only  to  Ver- 
mont, but  to  all  the  smaller  States  of  the  Union.  And  1 
beg  to  declare  in  this  presence  that  until  I  am  instructed 
differently  by  the  representatives  of  the  sovereign  power 
vested  in  the  State  of  Vermont  I  shall  maintain  the  position 
I  have  assumed,  and  oppose  every  measure  of  the  character 
of  those  now  pending  to  the  fullest  extent  of  my  power. 

Again,  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  for  your  confidence  and 
for  the  honor  you  have  done  me.

The  portrait  was  unveiled  by  General  Theodore  S.  Peck 
and  Colonel  G.  G.  Benedict,  representing  the  Vermont  Com- 
mandery  of  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the 
United  States,  of  which  General  Liscum  was  a  member;  and 
was  presented  by  ex-Governor  William  W.  Stickney  in  the 
following  words: 

EX-GOVERNOR  STICKNEY'S  PRESENTATION. 

Mr.  President: 

Vermont  has  a  splendid  history,  which  is  the  pride  and 
inspiration  of  all  her  people.  It  is  everywhere  recognized 
that  her  pre-eminence  both  in  peace  and  in  war  is  altogether 
in  excess  of  her  circumscribed  boundaries  and  her  mountain- 
ous territory.  The  welfare  of  the  State  requires  that  we 
should  never  forget  the  true  source  of  her  greatni^ss.  For 
in  all  the  days  of  the  years  of  her  statehood,  distinction  has 
been  achieved  solely  by  the  character  and  conduct  of  her  men, 
who  knew  their  duty  and  had  the  courage  to  do  it. 

In  providing  memorials  for  such  sons,  whose  praise  grows 
not  old,  the  State  honors  herself  and  at  the  same  time 
teaches  a  needed  lesson  to  each  succeeding  generation. 
Therefore  in  and  about  this  capitol  stand  trophies  and 
statues,  and  pendant  on  its  walls  are  tablets  and  portraits 
which  "  recall  the  records  of  imperishable  deeds  "  and  per- 
petuate names  that  deserve  to  be  remembered.  And  as  the 
years  go  by  Vermont  continues  to  add  lustre  to  her  roll  of 
honor  and  to  grow  in  the  wealth  of  patriotism. 
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Touched  in  heart  by  the  devotion  to  duty  of  one  of  her 
sons,  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  adopted  a  joint  reso- 
lution which  reads  as  follows: 

"In  consideration  of  the  distinguished  valor  of  Brigadier- 
General  Emerson  H.  Idscum,  commanding  the  Ninth  U.  S. 
Infantry,  who  gave  his  life  for  the  flag  in  the  assault  at  the 
siege  of  Tien  Tsin,  China,  July  13,  1900,  be  it 

"  Resolved  by  the  Semite  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  | 

the  Governor  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  | 

people  of  the   State  to  contract  with   a  painter   of  com- 
petent ability  and  experience  for  the  painting  of  a  portrait  of  | 
General  Liscum,  to  be  suitably  inscribed  and  placed  in  the  ^ 
State  Capitol  in  commemoration  of  his  distinguished  service 
to  his  country,  and  as  a  token  of  affection  and  admiration  of 
the  people  of  his  native  State."

Gilman  Page  of  Boston,  an  artist  of  good  repute,  was  given 
the  commission.  He  has  faithfully  performed  his  work  and 
produced  a  portrait  which  is  a  good  likeness  and  most  satis- 
factory to  General  Liscum's  family  and  friends.

GOVERNOR  McOULLOUGH'S  ACCEPTANCE. 

Mr.  President,  Qovemor  Sticknej/y  a/nd  Gentlemen  of  the  Joint 
Assembly: 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  accept,  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  State,  this  portrait  of  General  Liscum.  That 
it  is  a  true  and  faithful  likeness  is  attested  by  her  who  knows 
better  than  any  other,  and  who  graces  by  her  sympathetic 
presence  this  occasion,  and  by  his  many  frienda  Let  this 
canvas,  the  token  of  the  admiration  and  affection  of  the  peo- 
ple of  his  native  State, — ^as>  the  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  two  years  ago  expreseee  it, — continue  for  the 
inborn  generations  of  the  future  to  look  down  upon,  and 
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inspire  the  observing  youth  of  Vermont  with  the  same  feel- 
ing of  loyalty,  the  same  fidelity  to  duty,  the  same  ardent 
patriotism,  the  same  love  of  country  and  of  the  flag,  as  during 
his  whole  life  actuated  and  influenced  the  noble,  brave  and 
heroic  original. 

But  it  is  not  my  privilege  to  deliver  a  memorial  address. 
"The  faithful  portraiture  of  General  Liscum's  life  work  is 
reserved  for  Colonel  Benedict.  It  rests  with  me  only  to  say 
in  a  word,  that  General  Liscum  was  the  same  great  soldder, 
whether  risking  his  life  or  spilling  his  blood  at  Big  Bethel, 
or  Cedar  Mountain,  or  Gettysburg  in  the  War  for  Liberty  and 
Union; — or  risking  his  life  and  spilling  his  blood  at  San  Juan 
Hill  in  the  War  for  Humanity; — or  falling  at  last  like  a 
Soldier  of  the  Cross  on  the  other  side  of  the  globe  beneath 
the  walls  of  Tein  Tsin,  in  the  War  for  Civilization  and 
Ohristianity. 

Let  this  portrait  then  fittingly  and  forever  perx)etuate  the 
memory  of  a  life  dedicated  in  one  war  to  Liberty,  in  another 
to  Humanity,  and  in  a  third  to  Christianity. 

The  Memorial  Address  of  the  occasion  was  then  delivered 
"by  Colonel  George  Grenville  Benedict,  as  follows: 

COL.  BENEDICT'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  PreHdent,  Oofvemor  MoCniUough,  amd  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  career  of  Gen.  Emerson  H.  Liscum  was  that  of  a 
model  soldier.  He  was  born  July  16,  1841,  in  Huntington, 
■Chittenden  county,  removing  thence  to  Burlangton  in  his 
-childhood  with  the  family  of  his  father,  Mr.  John  Liscum, 
who  was  for  many  years  a  respected  citizen  of  that  city.  He 
is  remembered  in  Burlington  as  a  bright  and  manly  boy.  His 
taste  for  military  life  was  early  developed.  He  had  hardly 
got  his  growth  before  he  became  a  member  of  the  "  Howard 
Ouard  "  of  Burlington,  one  of  the  few  companies  of  uniformed 
militia  which  were  keeping  up  some  semblance  of  military 
organization  in  Vermont  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War.  The  down  of  early  manhood  was  on  his  cheek  when  the 
-echoes  of  the  guns  that  opened  on  Fort  Sumpter,  woke  the 
soundest  sleepers  in  the  North  from  their  dreams  of  peace, 
and  he  was  but  nineteen,  when,  in  April,  1861,  he  enlisted  as 
3,  Union  volunteer.  He  went  to  the  front  a  few  days  later 
as  a  corporal  in  Co.  H,  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Vermont 
Volunteers.  He  was  with  the  regiment  when,  under  Gen. 
John  W.  Phelps,  it  made,  at  Newjwrt  News,  the  first  military 
occupancy  of  the  hostile  portion  of  the  soil  of  Virginia  that 
was  made  by  the  Union  troops,  and  he  took  part  on  the  10th 
of  June,  at  Big  Bethel,  Virginia,  in  the  first  engagement  of 
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the  war,  dignified  by  the  title  of  battle;  the  first  assault  by 
Union  infantry  upon  Confederate  entrenchments,  and  the- 
first  experience  of  Vermont  troops  under  fire,  in  the  great 
war  for  the  Union. 

A  few  months  after  the  expiration  of  the  brief  term  of 
service  of  the  First  Vermont,  young  Liscum,  on  the  1st  of 
February,  1862,  enlisted  in  the  Twelfth  U.  S.  Infantry,  and 
was  soon  again  at  the  front.  The  Twelfth  Infantry  was  a 
part  of  Prince's  brigade  of  Augur's  diyision  of  Gen.  Banks'^ 
corps,  of  the  Army  of  Virginia,  which  in  midsummer  of  that 
year  was  confronting  the  enemy  between' the  Bappahannock: 
and  Bapidan  rivers,  whdle  McOlellan  was  threatening  Bich- 
mond.  Liscum's  bright  and  cooL  courage  soon  attracted 
notice,  and  he  was  promoted  through  the  non-commissioned 
grades  of  corporal  and  sergeant  to  be  first  sergeant  of  Com- 
pany A  in  the  Second  Battalion  of  the  Twelfth.  In  the 
bloody  battle  of  August  9,  1862,  at  Cedar  Mountain,  fought 
by  Banks  and  Stonewall  Jackson  with  a  loss  of  3,000  men  in 
killed  and  wounded  on  the  two  sides,  Liscum  was  wounded 
in  the  left  elbow.  He  is  mentioned  by  name  in  the  report 
of  the  battalion  commander  as  having  rendered  gallant  serv- 
ice  in  that  battle,  and  is  also  mentioned  by  name  in  the 
report  of  Gen.  Augur,  commanding  the  division.  He  was. 
back  in  the  ranks  as  soon  as  the  wound  healed  and  shared 
the  fortunes  of  the  army  under  Generals  Pope,  McClellan. 
and  Bumside  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  1862 — a  year 
marked  by  many  battles  including  those  of  the  Second  Bull 
Bun,  Antietam,  and  Fredericksburgh.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  the  Twelfth  Infantry  was  a  part  of  Sykes's  division  of 
the  Fifth  Army  Corps,  composed  almost  wholly  of  regulars. 

In  February,  1863,  he  received  his  first  commission — a  pro- 
motion from  the  ranks  to  a  second  lieutenancy  in  the  Twelfth 
Infantry — followed  three  months  later  by  a  promotion  to  be 
first  lieutenant.  He  commanded,  his  company  in  the  battle 
of  Chancellorsville,  May  1  and  2,  1863,  and  on  the  second  day 
at  Gettysburg,  in  the  portion  of  that  field  where  the  Fifth 
corps  replaced  the  broken  lines  of  Sickles's  Third  Corps,  and 
with  terrible  loss  held  the  position  in  front  of  Little  Bound 
Top.  The  Twelfth  Infantry  suffered  severely  at  the  foot  of 
that  hill,  and  Liscum  fell  there  with  a  bullet  wound  in  the 
right  thigh. 

In  the  Wilderness  campaign,  the  following  May,  Liscum 
was  detailed  as  ambulance  officer  for  his  division  of  the 
Fifth  Corps — an  office  charged  with  responsible  duties  in 
battle,  often  involving  serious  risks,  as  shown  by  the  lists  of 
killed  and  wounded.  The  chief  ambulance  officer  of  the 
corps,  in  his  report,  commends  Lieut.  Liscum  for  his  coolness 
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in  danger  and  faithful  performance  af  duty  in  that  bloody 
campaign.  In  the  Cold  Harbor  campaign,  he  especially  dis- 
tinguished  himself  in  the  battle  of  Bethesda  Church,  June  2, 
1864,  and  was  brevetted  captain  for  gall^ant  service  in  that 
battle,  and  in  the  final  campaign  before  Bichmond. 

In  July,  1866,  he  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  U.  S.  Infantry,  composed  of  cotored  troops.  In  July^ 
1870,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Nineteenth  U.  S.  Infantry. 
In  May,  1892,  he  was  promoted  to  be  major  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Infantry,  and  in  May,  1896,  he  became  lieutenant- 
colonel  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry.  His  service  for  the 
thirty  years  following  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  was  much 
of  it  on  the  Western  frontier,  and  in  the  campaigns  against 
the  Ute  and  other  war-like  Indian  tribes  on  the  plains.  The 
details  of  this  service  have  not  been  at  my  command;  but  I 
know  that  it  was  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

In  the  war  with  Spain,  in  Cuba,  Col.  Liscum  commanded 
the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  which  was  part  of  ^he  Third 
Brigade  of  Kent's  division  of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps.  The 
brigade  had  a  prominent  part,  July  1,  1898,  in  the  storming 
of  San  Juan  Hill,  the  capture  of  which  sealed  the  fate  of 
Santiago.  As  the  brigade  moved  out  into  open  ground  in 
front  of  the  Spanish  intrenchments,  it  came  under  a  heavy 
fire,  by  which  Col.  Wikoff,  commanding  the  brigade,  was 
killed,  and  fifteen  minutes  later  Lieut.-Col.  Worth,  Thirteenth 
Infantry,  who  succeeded  to  the  command,  was  severelj 
wounded.  The  command  of  the  brigade  then  devolved  upon 
Liscum,  but  had  not  been  exercised  by  him  many  minutes 
when  he  fell,  struck  in  the  breast  by  a  Mauser  bullet  which 
passed  through  the  right  side  of  his  body  and  out  through 
the  shoulder  blade,  carrying  with  it  fragments  of  the  bone- 
He  was  borne  back  to  a  hollow  through  which  ran  the  San 
Juan  creek,  whose  banks  were  covered  with  wounded  men- 
To  the  surgeons  who  came  to  him,  he  said:  "  Help  those  men 
first,  they  need  it  more  than  I  do,"  and  lifting  himself  upon 
his  unshattered  shoulder,  he  ordered  back  to  the  charging^ 
line  such  of  the  men  near  him  as  were  fit  for  duty.  Nine 
months  of  sick  leave  and  a  slow  recovery  (due  in  large  part  to 
the  nursing  of  his  devoted  wife),  followed,  though  it  never 
became  complete.  He  was  promoted  to  be  a  brigadier-gen- 
eral of  volunteers  for  gallant  service  in  Cuba;  was  assigned 
to  the  command  of  a  brigade  in  the  Eighth  Corps;  and  as 
soon  as  he  reported  for  duty  was  ordered  to  the  Philippines. 
There  he  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  a  brigade  and  of 
the  important  Province  of  Tarlac,  in  Luzon.  He  dispersed 
the  insurgent  forces  in  the  province,  and  the  first  organized 
surrender  of  a  considerable  armed  body  of  insurgents  was 
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made  to  him.  He  brushed  the  insurgentft  from  the  line  of 
railway;  captm^ed  hundreds  of  rifles,  and  by  his  wise,  just 
and  humane  administration  after  armed  resistance  had  been 
quelled,  he  was  able  to  leave  the  district  as  thoroughly 
pacified  as  any  district  in  the  archipelago.  Meanwhile,  his 
volunteer  appointment  having  lapsed,  Liscum  had  been 
assigned  to  the  colonelcy  of  the  Ninth  Infantry,  then  on  duty 
in  Luzon — a  regiment  with  a  long  and  honorable  record, 
whose  commander  in  the  Mexican  war  was  another  Ver- 
pionter,  in  the  person  of  Colonel  Truman  B.  Ransom,  for- 
merly president  of  Norwich  University,  who  fell  at  the  head 
of  his  regiment  in  the  storming  of  the  bishop's  palaqe  on  the 
heights  of  Chepultepec. 

In  June,  1900,  the  Ninth  Infantry  was  selected  to  form 
the  American  contingent  of  the  allied  forces  sent  to  China  to 
relieve  the  siege  of  the  legations  in  Pekin.  It  was  so  chosen 
because  of  its  splendid  record,  and  because  the  utmost  con- 
fidence was  placed  in  the  discretion  and  ability  of  Col.  Lis- 
cum to  p<5rform  a  difficult  and  trying  duty  under  the  eyes  of 
the  soldiers  of  England,  Russia,  Germany,  France,  Italy, 
Austria  and  Japan.  What  credit  the  performance  of  that 
duty  reflected  on  the  United  States,  we  all  know.  Liscum 
landed  with  his  command,  1,350  strong,  at  Taku,  China,  on 
the  9th  of  July,  and  pushed  right  on  to  take  part  in  the 
assault  on  the  walled  city  of  Tien  Tsin,  which  barred  the  way 
to  the  Chinese  capital.  In  the  attack  on  this  city,  July  13, 
Liscum,  under  the  orders  of  the  British  General  Dorward 
directing  him  to  support  the  brave  Japanese,  was  sent  into 
a  position  of  the  utmost  difficulty  and  danger.  Passing 
through  a  gate  in  the  mud  wall  which  formed  the  outer 
defence  of  the  city,  the  regiment  found  itself  in  a  cul  de  sac — 
before  it  the  frowning  city  wall,  with  a  deep  moat  outside 
of  it,  and  upon  the  right  flank  a  line  of  fortified  mud  houses, 
from  which  came  a  murderous  enfilading  rifle  fire.  To  silence 
this  Liscum  ordered  his  men  to  charge  the  houses.  The 
ground  to  be  covered  was  marshy  and  crossed  by  ditches. 
The  men  had  struggled  to  within  forty  yards  of  the  houses, 
when  the  color  bearer  fell.  Col.  Liscum  seized  and  raised 
the  colors,  and  a  moment  later  fell,  shot  through  the  abdo- 
men. "  Vm  hit,"  he  said  to  an  officer  who  ran  to  him.  "  Get 
at  'em  if  you  can."  Then  to  the  men,  "  Don't  retreat — keep 
firing."  These  were  his  last  words.  Major  Regan,  his  next 
in  command,  and  three  captains  were  struck  down,  and  the 
men,  seeing  that  further  advance  was  impossible,  sought 
shelter  in  the  ditches,  and  held  their  place  until  nightfall, 
when  they  made  their  way  back,  bringing  with  them  the  body 
of  Col.  Liscum,  and  the  bodies  of  many  of  their  number, 
killed  and  wounded. 
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Col.  Liscum's  remains  were  brought  home  and  interred 
with  high  honors  in  the  National  cemetery  at  Arlington,. 
President  McKinley  and  many  men  of  high  distincton  in  mili- 
tary and  civil  stations  being  in  sorrowful  attendance. 

Some  of  us  may  stand  in  days'  to  come  by  the  grave  of 
General  Liscum,  on  the  shore  of  the  Potomac,  and  we  will 
say  to  him,  and  of  him,  in  the  words  of  Bayard  Taylor's . 
"  Song  of  the  Camp,"  which  to  me  is  one  of  the  most  touching 
of  the  war  lyrics  of  our  language: 

"  Sleep  soldier,  still  In  honored  rest, 
Your  truth  and  valor  wearing, 
The  bravest  are  the  tenderest 
The  loving  are  the  daring." 

General  Liscum  was  married  in  1867  to  Miss  May  Diven, . 
daughter  of  General  A.  S.  Diven,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.  Into  the 
sacred  circle  of  their  private  life  it  is  not  for  us  to  enter, 
further  than  to  know  that  »he  was  a  fit  companion,  brave 
and  self-reliant,  sharing  his  patriotic  spirit,  cheering  him  by 
her  companionship  and  her  care — an  true  and  devoted  a  wife 
as  he  wa«  true,  faithful  and  devoted  as  a  husband. 

Emerson  Liscum's  career  as  a  soldier  was  marked  by 
thorough  mastery  of  his  profesaion  in  all  its  details;  by  high 
spirit,  coolness  and  indomitable  courage  in  action;  by  abso- 
lute integrity,  and  by  marked  courtesy.  As  a  commander 
he  had  the  fullest  confidence,  respect  and  affection  of  his 
men.  As  a  companion  he  was  genial  and  clean  in  speech  and 
thought.  He  was  a  genuine  Vermonter,  proud  of  his  State, 
her  history,  her  EK)ldiers  and  her  people.  He  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Church  of  Burlington  in  his  youth,  retained  . 
his  connection  therewith  until  his  death,  and  did  no  discredit 
to  his  Christian  profession.  He  cared  not  for  notoriety.  No 
correspondents,  charged  to  send  praises,  inspired  or  unin- 
spired, to  the  newspapers,  were  around  his  headquarters. 
He  owed  his  successive  promotions  to  sheer  merit,  and  by 
such  merit  alone  he  won  a  national  fame. 

The  issue  of  Harper's  Illustrated  Weekly  for  Memorial 
Day,  1901,  contained  a  striking  cartoon.  It  dt^picts  a  vast 
parade  of  veterans  and  school  children  passing  before  the 
guardian  genius  of  America,  who  leans  upon  a  shield 
inscribed  on  which  are  the  names  of  Washington,  Lincoln, 
Grant,  Sherman,  Sheridan,  Lawton  and  Liscum.  Who  will 
say  that  our  modest  Vermont  hero  was  not  worthily  included 
in  that  list  of  shining  names,  crowned  with  immortal  honor? 

It  is  most  fitting  that  his  portrait  should  adorn  the  cap- 
itol  of  his  native  State,  and  commend  to  generations  to  come 
the  lesson  of  his  noble  example. 
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The  portrait  was  then  taJten  by  the  members  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's staff  to  the  place  where  it  was  to  hang,  near  the 
•entrance  to  the  hall  of  the  Honee,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Lis- 
•cum  and  an  Escort  of  Honor  comprising  Governor  McOul- 
lough,  ex-Govemors  Pingree,  Ormsbee  and  Stickney,  Colonel 
Benedict,  Colonel  Engene  D.  Dimmick,  Second  U.  S.  Cavalry, 
'Commanding  Fort  Ethan  Allen;  Colonel  E.  M.  Coates, 
TJ.  S.  A.,  retired,  late  commanding  officer  of  the  Twelfth  U.  S. 
Infantry,  in  which  General  Liscnm  served  during  the  war 
for  the  Union;  Commander  Allan  D.  Brown,  U.  S.  N.,  retired; 
Representatives  W.  S.  Vincent,  member  from  Burlington; 
J.  S.  Sweet,  member  from  Huntington,  and  C.  C.  Miller,  mem- 
her  from  Burlington  in  1900,  who  introduced  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  Governor  to  procure  the  portrait. 

The  ceremonies  closed  with  the  hanging  of  the  painting 
in  the  place  assigned  to  it. 

The  Joint  Assembly  dissolved.

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in  the  hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  pursuance  of  a  joint  reso- 
lution, which  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  is  as  follows: 

'^  Resolved  by  the  JSenate  und  House  of  Representatives,  That 
the  two  Houses  meet  in  Joint  Assembly  on  Wednesday,  Octo- 
ber 29th  instant,  at  two  o^ clock  and  five  minutes  in  the  after- 
noon, for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  portrait  of  Rear 
Admiral  Charles  E.  Clark,  U.  S.  N." 

His  Honor  Zed  S.  Stanton,  President  of  the  Senate,  in 
the  chair. 

Frederick  G.  Fleetwood,  Secretary  of  State,  Clerk. 
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Address  by  Ex-Govcmor  Stickncy* 
Mr.  President: 

It  is  less  than  a  week  ago  that  we  met  here  to  pay  a  fitting 
tribute  to  brave  Liscum,  who  "  lives  in  fame,  though  not  in 
life."  The  American  Army  of  our  time  has  afforded  few 
finer  examples  of  the  true  soldier  than  the  Vermonter  whom 
on  that  occasdon  we  chose  to  honor.    . 

But  he  was  present  In  memory  alone,  and  while  the  tale 
of  his  splendid  record  was  being  told  he  was  sleeping  in  a 
fioldier's  grave  in  far-away  Arlington.  We  had  with  us  only 
his  portrait,  which  is,  at  best,  but  a  counterfeit  on  canvas  of 
liis  true  self.  Beneath  a  painted  breast  the  heart  throbs  not, 
and  pdctured  lips  never  break  into  voice  to  greet  us. 

To-day  we  assemble  again  to  honor  another  distinguished 
Vermonter,  a  representative  of  the  American  Navy,  whose 
<;areer  on  the  sea»  has  made  his-  name  familiar  in  every  land 
on  which  the  waves  of  the  ocean  beat.  And  it  is  our  good 
fortune  to  have  with  us  here  both  his  portrait  and  bis  pres- 
<ence.  We  rejoice  that  he  returns  laden  with  honors  which 
reflect  credit  upon  his  native  State.  We  are  also  glad  to 
find  that  he  still  loves  the  hills  and  takes  pride  in  his  moun- 
tain home. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  October  session  two  years 
ago  adopted  a  joint  resolution  which  is  the  prelude  of  our 
meeting  to-day. 

1  will  ask  the  Clerk  to  read  it. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows: 

''  Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermonty 
That  the  Governor  be  and  is  hereby  commissioned  and 
directed  in  behalf  of  the  i)eople  of  the  State  to  signify  to 
Captain  Charles  E.  Clark,  late  commander  of  the  United 
states  Battleship  Oregon,  and  a  loyal  son  of  Vermont,  their 
desire  that  he  sit  for  a  portrait  to  be  placed,  with  a  suitable 
inscription,  in  the  State  Capitol  in  commemoration  of  his 
distinguished  services  to  his  country  in  command  of  the 
Oregon  and  as  a  token  of  the  abiding  affection  and  admira- 
iion  of  all  the  people  of  his  native  State. 

*' Resolved,  Further,  that  the  Governor  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  contract  with  a  x>ainter  of  competent  ability  and 
experience  for  a  painting  of  a  portrait  of  Captain  Clark  for 
the  purpose  herein  specified,  employing  in  all  particulars  per- 
taining thereto  bis  best  judgment  and  discretion;  and  the 
Ftate  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  order  on  the 
State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Governor  for  any  moneys 
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expended,  or  required  to  be  expended,  in  the  execution  of 
this  commission,  including  the  expenses  of  the  Governor 
incurred  therein,  and  all  expenses  entailedj  upon  Captain 
Clark  in  complying  with  the  request  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  respect  of  the  painting  of  the  portrait  in  question. 

"Aw<f  it  is  specially  Resolved,  That  in  taking  action  on  the 
foregoing  proposition,  in  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  members  rise  in  their  places  as  a  distinguishing  mark  of 
homage  to  a  commander  eminent  alike  for  his  ability,  his 
bravery,  his  devotion  to  duty,  and  his  modesty,  and  who  has 
made  one  of  the  brightest  pages  in  the  naval  history  of  any 
country." 

A  copy  of  the  foregoing  was  sent  by  me  to  Captain  Clarke 
and  the  body  of  his  reply  is  worthy  of  a  place  in  these  pro- 
ceedings, and  was  as  follows: 

"Your  highly  esteemed  letter  inclosing  a  certified  cop>' 
of  the  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont 
has  been  received,  and  I  thank  you  gratefully  for  the  way 
in  which  you  speak  of  the  signal  honor  which  has  been 
accorded  me,  especially  for  your  words,  *  One  of  her  sons  who^ 
has  been  faithful  to  every  duty.'  I  cannot  read  those  resolu- 
tions without  being  deeply  affected,  nor  think  without  emo- 
tion of  the  great  distinction  that  came  to  me  through  the 
action  of  all  the  members  of  both  legislative  bodies  rising 
when  my  name  was  mentioned,  representing  as  they  did  th«* 
State  and  the  people  1  love  so  much. 

"  Perhaps  the  best  way  for  me  to  acknowledge  the  obliga- 
tion I  am  under  to  that  people  and  its  distinguished  repre- 
sentatives is  to  refer  to  the  noble  ship  and  company  they 
have  so  greatly  honored  through  me. 

"  When  we  left  the  other  ships  on  the  coast  of  Brazil,, 
and  pushed  ahead  at  full  speed,  I  believed  the  West  Indies 
would  be  the  scene  of  the  decisive  conflict,  and  therefore 
that  the  risk  of  an  encounter  with  the  Spanish  fleet  should 
be  incurred,  notwithstanding  the  warnings  given  of  its  superi- 
ority. These  were  moments  when  the  responsibilities 
assumed  weighed  heavily,  but  1  was  inspired  by  thoughts  of 
the  march  of  the  Sixth  Corps  to  Gettysburg  un<&r  the 
lamented  Sedgwick,  whose  order  was:  *  Put  the  Vermonters 
at  the  head  and  tell  the  rest  to  keep  up.'  And  by  the  mem- 
ory of  Warner's  Green  Mountain  Boys  hurrying  to  save  the 
day  at  Bennington,  that  first  *  high-water  mark '  of  effort 
against  the  nation's  life,  for  there  began  the  series  of  strokes 
that  ended  at  Saratoga,  classed  with  Gettysburg  among  the 
decisive  battles  of  the  world." 
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Und^r  the  authority  conferred  by  the  resolution  which 
has  been  read  by  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Frederic  P.  Vinton  of  Boston, 
a  gentleman  eminent  in  the  art  of  portrait  painting,  was 
awarded  the  commission. 

I  now  have  the  honor  to  report  that  he  has  completed  the 
work  assigned  him  and  produced  a  portrait  which  is  histor- 
ical in  character. 

This  morning  1  received  a  communication  from  him  which 
explains  itself. 

He  writes: 

"  In  the  portrait  of  Captain  Clark  I  represent  him  stand- 
ing on  the  top  of  the  thirteen-inch  gun  turret,  in  front  of  the 
conning  tower,  under  the  pilot  house.  Behind  him  is  the  six- 
inch  gun  turret,  from  which  projects  the  guns*  trained  to 
starboard  and  ready  to  fire.  The  pilot  house  is  only  two 
feet  above  his  head.  The  ship  has  her  war-paint  on — a  lead 
colored  gray.  The  Captain's  uniform  is,  a«  I  believe,  the 
identical  uniform  worn  by  him  at  the  battle  of  Santiago,  and 
is  correct  according  to  the  Naval  regulations  of  that  time. 
During  the  engagement  the  oflQcers  wore  no  swords.  The 
moment  chosen  by  me  for  my  painting  is  that  when  the 
Oregon  was  in  full  chase  of  the  Colon,  after  having  placed 
the  other  Spanish  ships  hors  de  combat — two  of  which  are  seen 
burning  on  the  beach  in  the  distance.  The  day  of  the  battle 
opened  fair,  but  the  smoke  from  the  guns  later  overcast  the 
sky,  in  which  here  and  there  may  be  seen  patches  of  blue. 
To  help  out  my  composition  I  have  imagined  the  smoke  from 
the  stacks  blowing  down  to  soften  the  hard  line  of  the  pilot 
house. 

"  I  placed  the  horizon  line  low  in  order  to  give  dignity  to 
the  figure.  The  details  of  the  ship  I  obtained,  in  a  measure, 
from  studies  made  on  the  Indiana  when  she  was  in  New  Lon- 
don. The  Indiana  is  the  sistei*  ship  of  the  Oregon,  and  is 
like  her  in  essential  features'  of  eonsrtruction.  From  Captain 
Clark  I  received  much  information  regarding  details,  the  con- 
ditions of  the  sky,  etc.,  and  as  to  his  position  at  the  time 
chosen.  From  Lieutenant  Eberle,  who  was  in  close  com- 
munication with  Captain  Clark  during  the  battle,  I  learned 
the  exact  details  of  what  I  have  tried  to  represent.  It  was 
Lieutenant  Eberle  who  wrote  the  '  Story  of  the  Captains '  in 
the  Century  Magazine. 

"In  this  attempt  of  mine  to  paint  a  historical  portrait, 

and  not  the  ordinary  portrait  of  commerce,  I  feel  that  I  have 

done  what  should  have  been  done,  and  that  those  who  come 

after  us  will  see  what  manner  of  man  the  Oreat  Comma/nder 
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at  Santiago  (for  such  he  wa&)  was  like  and  how  he  looked  on 
the  turret  of  the  Oregon  during  that  memorable  day. 

"  The  Captain  has  another  side  to  his  character,  and  some 
may  miss  in  this  work  of  mine  the  bonhomie  which  flashes  out 
in  his  talk  when  in  friendly  intercourse;  but  for  the  purpose 
for  which  this  portrait  is  intended  it  seems  to  me  to  fairly 
represent  the  man,  the  hero,  and  the  son  whom  the  State 
delights  to  honor." 

The  picture  for  the  present  has  been  placed  in  the  vesti- 
bule of  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  now, 
in  this  Joint  Assembly,  I  deliver  it,  through  His  Excellency, 
<jk>vernor  McCullough,  to  the  State. 

In  all  the  coming  years  may  it  remain  in  this  Capitol, 
teaching  its  lesson  of  fidelity  and  valor. 

I  have  said  that  this  portrait  is,  in  character,  historical. 

Let  us  recall  a  few  events/  of  recent  history: 

It  has  been  observed  "that  upon  our  National  arms  the 
American  eagle  is  represented  as  holding  in  one  talon  the 
olive  branch  of  peace,  and  in  the  other  the  shafts  of  war.  He 
leaves  it  to  his  adversaries  which  to  choose." 

Spain  selected  war. 

Then  in  the  heart  of  every  patriot  all  over  the  land  arose 
the  question.  Will  this  generation  also  successfully  uphold 
the  flag  which  the  fathers  so  zealously  guarded  and  trans- 
mitted to  their  keeping? 

In  the  combat,  which  came  and  went  with  almost  the 
rapidity  of  shadows  traversing  the  mountain  side,  the  eon- 
duct  of  the  men  of  this  nation  is  eloquent.  It  declares  that 
patriotism  is  not  dying  out. 

In  the  achievements  of  the  Spanish  war  we  were  not 
behind  the  other  States  of  the  Union.  Vermont  has  no  sea- 
board, and  it  is  remarkable  that  she  took  so  prominent  a  part 
in  the  fights  on  the  water. 

It  is  modern  history  that  in  obedience  to  the  command 
of  his  superiors  to  find  the  Spanish  squadron  and  destroy  it, 
Dewey  by  night  entered  Manila  Bay,  passed  forts,  sailed  over 
mines,  and  as  soon  as  the  dawn  appeared  attacked  Montojo's 
fleet  and  disabled  it,  and  long  before  noonday  finished  its 
tjomplete  destruction  and  put  the  Philippines  under  the  pro- 
tection of  our  flag. 

But  to-day  our  interest  centers  around  the  sailor  who 
crowned  us  with  honor  in  the  battle  which  destroyed  Cer- 
vera's  ships.  It  is  now  everywhere  acknowledged  that  the 
typical  hero  in  that  fight  was  Captain  Clark,  who  sailed  the 
Oregon.    He  said  little,  but  did  much. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  triumph  of  American  mechan- 
leal  genius  was  in  the  construction  of  the  Ofegon,  and  that

in  her  management  was  the  triumph  of  American  mechanical 
skill. 

This  battleship  was  built  upon  honor. 

With  machinery  in  perfect  order  and  at  high  speed  she 
ploughed  the  deep  through  crest  of  the  wave  and  trough  of 
the  sea — the  length  of  two  oceans.  For  the  sailor  in  com- 
mand was  complete  master  of  the  situation.  It  is  still  true, 
as  Gibbon  said,  "  The  winds  and  waves  are  always  on  the 
Bide  of  the  ablest  navigators." 

When  at  Bahia  Olark  learned  from  the  government  that 
Cervera's  fleet  was  crossing  the  Atlantic  and  he  was  warned 
to  be  on  the  lookout  and  privileged  to  remain  thei^  safe- 
harbored  under  pretense  of  repairing  his  -ship.  But  he 
stayed  not. 

He  said,  in  substance,  to  his  men:  "  Lads,  I  am  going  out. 
The  Spanish  ships  are  upon  the  sea.  It  is  idle  to  underrate 
their  strength;  but  if  we  do  meet  them  they  will  not  look 
as  well  afterwards  as  they  did  before." 

He  was  not  destined,  however,  to  meet  the  Spanish  fleet 
alone. 

You  remember  how,  one  Sunday  morning  in  July  just 
thirty-five  years  after  Gettysburg,  the  Spanish  commander 
made  his  fatal  dash  to  escape  from  Santiago  Bay,  and  how 
our  battleships  and  cruisers  and  other  vessels  that  kept 
guard  attacked  the  Spanish  squadron. 

The  ships  on  either  side  were  not  altogether  unequal. 

The  inequality  was  rather  in  the  men  and  their  leaders. 
When  the  smoke  from  the  enemy's  ships  first  arose  over 
Sacopa  Hill,  and  the  command  was  given,  "All  hands  clear 
ship  for  action,"  the  fires  under  the  boilers  of  the  Oregon 
were  all  aglow^,  her  steam  was  up  and  she  was  the  first  battle- 
ship to  move. 

Although  standing  next  to  the  easternmost  ship  in  the 
Hue,  she  started  west,  and  with  streaming  i)ennant  passed 
the  Iowa  and  the  Texas. 

Clark  had  saved  the  best  coal  for  the  emergency,  and  he 
now  used  it  to  advantage  and  sent  his  ship  after  the  enemy 
with  the  speed  of  a  cruiser. 

When  the  Spanish  Admiral  swung  out  of  the  harbor  into 
the  ocean  his  entire  fleet  was  raked  fore  and  aft  with  shot 
and  shell,  and  the  whole  squadron  left  a  heap  of  ruins  along 
the  shore. 

Five  of  his  ships  were  beached  within  twenty  miles  from 
the  start,  while  the  Christobal  Colon  was  chased  for  fifty 
miles  and  pounded  to  destruction  by  the  Oregon  and  Brook- 
lyn. 

Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Oregon  never  abandoned 
a  ship  of  the  enemy  until  disabled  and  put  out  of  service.

Of  the  Oregon  in  her  pursuit  of  the  Colon,  one  who  knew 
said:  ''Captain  Clark  saw  the  danger  and  had  a  talk  with 
the  engine  room,  and  the  great  gray  ship,  sound  in  wind  and 
limb,  responded  to  the  call  like  a  noble  horse  that  feels  the 
spurs.  The  strength  of  a  nation  that  knows  no  defeat  was 
in  her  frames  and  the  pride  of  that  nation  fought  her  guns 
and  guided  her  with  a  sure  hand." 

There  is  a  document  in  the  Navy  Department  at  Wash- 
ington which  concludes  as  follows:  "I  cannot  close  this 
report  without  mentioning  in  high  terms  of  praise  the  splen- 
did conduct  and  support  of  Captain  C.  E.  Clark,  of  the 
Oregon.  Her  speed  was  wonderful  and  her  accurate  firing 
splendidly  destructive." 

Our  Captain,  vigilant  and  brave,  has  never  tarnished  his 
shield  by  any  scramble  for  precedence  or  promotion.  He 
sought  position,  it  is  true,  but  it  was  the  position  confronting 
the  foe,  that  he  might  smite  the  assailants  of  our  flag  with 
blows  which  would  tell. 

He  is  a  Vermonter,  and  his  whole  action  has  consisted 
in  doing  his  best  in  the  line  of  duty.  And  when  the  record 
of  that  famous  sea  fight  off  the  southern  shore  of  Cuba  is 
ultimately  fixed  in  history,  high  on  the  scroll  of  honor  and 
above  all  others  will  be  the  name  of  Captain  Clark,  of  the 
Oregon. 

This  mountaineer  has  established  at  least  three  maxims 
for  the  future  conduct  of  naval  warfare: 

When  near  the  enemy  always  be  ready;  Save  the  best  fuel 
for  the  fight;  and,  If  the  enemy  flees  turn  battleship  into 
cruiser. 

Permit  me  in  conclusion  to  say,  in  language  as  appropriate 
now  as  in  the  days  of  King  Henry  the  Sixth: 

"  Welcome,  brave  Captain,  and  victorious  lord; 
A  stouter  champion  never  handled  sword." 


Acceptance  by  Governor  McCuIIough* 

In  accepting  the  portrait,  Governor  McCullough  said: 

Mr.  President^  Oovemor  Sticknet/  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Joint 
Assembly: 

As  last  week,  so  to-day,  it  la  my  privilege  and  pleasant 
duty,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Vermont, 
to  accept  the  canvas  that  stands  on  the  easel  in  yonder  cor- 
ridor. 

Then  it  was  the  portrait  of  a  dead  hero.  On  this  occasion 
it  is  the  portrait  of  a  living  hero.    Living  or  dead,  Vermont 
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is  ever  proud  to  do  honor  to  her  heroic  sons.  Let  this  can- 
vas hang  upon  the  walls  of  this  Capitol  building  for  all  the 
years  of  the  future  as  a  fitting  memento  of  the  man. 

The  words  of  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
two  years  ago,  just  read  by  the  Secretary,  inviting  Captain 
Clark  (it  was  then;  Rear-Admiral  Clark  it  is  now,  and  should 
have  been  from  the  moment  the  Oregon  entered  the  line  of 
battleships  around  Santiago)  to  sit  for  his  portrait,  to  be 
placed  here  in  commemoration  of  the  distinguished  services 
to  his  country  rendered  on  board  the  Oregon  and  as  a  token 
of  the  abiding  affection  and  admiration  of  this  people,  are 
but  the  expression  of  the  truthful  and  noble  tribute  of  his 
native  State  to  her  great  naval  commander. 

And  the  words  of  the  response  of  the  gallant  Captain, 
that  often  during  that  historic  trip  of  fifteen  thousand  miles, 
as  he  drove  the  Oregon  at  breakneck  speed  and  without  an 
accident,  swinging  around  the  continent  from  San  Francisco 
to  Santiago,  weighed  down  by  his  responsibilities,  he  was 
encouraged  and  inspired  by  the  thought  of  the  famous  order 
of  Sedgwick  to  the  Sixth  Corps  as  they  started  on  their  march 
to  Gettysburg,  "  Put  none  but  Vermonters  in  front,  and  let 
the  rest  keep  up;"  and  was  often  encouraged  and  inspired, 
too,  by  the  memory  of  Warner's  boys  hurrying  down  from 
Manchester  to  save  the  day  at  Bennington;  and,  doubtless, 
also  often  (although  he  says  nothing  about  it  in  his  letter, 
for  as  he  remarked  in  his  modest  way  to  Secretary  Moody  a 
few  weeks  ago,  "  You  know,  Mr.  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  I  was 
with  Farragut  ")  he  was  encouraged  and  inspired  by  the  recol- 
lection of  that  daring  and  brilliant  and  desperate  feat  of 
Admiral  Farragut  at  Mobile  Bay,  when  the  torpedoes  were 
exploding  and  his  ironclads  were  sinking  and  the  Brooklyn 
was  backing  and  confusing  his  battle  line,  lashing  himself  to 
the  maintop  of  the  Hartford  and  signalling  his  forces  to 
move  ahead,  and  winning,  after  a  three  hours^  fight,  a  victory 
that  conferred  imperishable  renown  upon  the  American  Navy 
and  that  dimmed  the  lustre  of  Trafalgar;  these  recollections 
and  recalling  these  memories  show  the  innate  greatness,  the 
sublime  courage,  the  fighting  qualities  of  this  "  hill-born  hero 
of  the  seas,"  and  that  he  was  conscious  all  the  while  that 
upon  his  shoulders  rested  the  reputation  of  his  native  State 
and  upon  him  the  eyes  of  the  nation  were  centered.  How 
well  and  how  faithfully  he  met  their  expectations  and  per- 
formed his  task  history  will  forever  attest. 

And  the  incident  referred  to  by  Governor  Stickney,  that 
while  pushing  the  Oregon  to  her  utmost,  stopping  for  a  little 
while  at  Rio,  that  the  Oregon  might  catch  her  breath,  and 
there  finding  the  information  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
that  the  great  Spanish  fleet  was  on  the  Atlantic  looking  out 
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for  him,  and  giving  him  discretionary  orders  whether  to 
remain  in  port  under  the  pretense  of  repairing  his  ship,  or 
lo  go  ahead,  called  his  boys  together,  and  after  explaining 
to  them  the  serious  character  of  the  situation,  said  to  them: 
"  Lads,  I  am  going  out,  and  if  we  meet  the  Spanish  fleet  they 
will  be  handsomer  before  than  after  we  have  seen  them;'' 
and  he  did  go  out,  and  kept  going  until  he  sank  the  Christobal 
Colon  off  Santiago. 

All  these  things  show,  Mr.  President,  the  mettle  of  the 
man,  and  that  it  was  in  his  blood;  that  the  iron  of  these  hills 
was  in  his  veins,  the  marble  of  these  mountains  in  his  bones. 
They  prove  that  Vermont  still  breeds  Ethan  Aliens  and  John 
Starks. 

Then  let  this  portrait  remain  on  the  walls  of  this  Capitol 
building — aye,  though  this  stately  edifice  crumble  into  dust, 
let  Vermont  preserve  this  portrait — that  her  youth  for  all  the 
years  of  the  future  may  look  upon  it  and  learn  to  imitate 
and  emulate  the  virtues  and  the  valor  of  her  distinguished 
son. 

Admiral  Qark's  Remarks* 

Mr,  President,  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  Friends: 

I  know  that  what  I  may  say  or  fail  to  say  vrill  not  be 
regarded  by  you  as  a  measure  of  my  appreciation  of  ihe 
honor  of  being  presented!  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  I 
love  so  much.  I  am  deeply  affected  by  it,  by  the  thought  of 
ail  it  means,  by  what  has  been  said  and  by  the  enthusiasm 
evoked.  And  I  believe,  indeed  I  am  sure,  that  true  friend- 
ship and  regard  and  the  attachment  Vermonters  feel  for 
each  other  inspired  the  speakers  and  you  who  listened  to  and 
applauded  their  words. 

And  I  am  so  grateful  for  all  the  honors  that  have  been 
bestowed  upon  me  here  by  votes  that  were  unanimous,  by 
acts  of  the  Executives  and  by  the  officials  of  both  Houses 
and  the  State.  But  I  cannot  thank  you  nor  give  expression 
to  my  feelings.  You  know  how  I  must  feel  at  being  received 
in  this  way  at  the  capital  of  my  native  State,  within  her 
State  House  walls,  aiid  by  the  chosen  representatives  of  all 
her  people.
